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DELUGED WESTERN CITIES

THE FLOOD AT CINCINNATI HIGH- 
ER THAN EVER KNOWN. 
BUSINESS SUSPENDED AND ALL EFFORTS DE- 
VOTED TO RELIEVING THE SUFFERINGS 
OF THOUSANDS OF PEOPLE—DISTRESSING 
SCENES IN THE SUBMERGED DISTRICTS. 
CrnctnnaTi, Feb. 14.—The river at 9 
. clock to-night was still rising and had 
reached 66 feet and % of an inch. 
This is 215¢ inches higher than the mark of 
Feb. 18, 1832, the highest point ever before 
reached since the first white settlement was 
established, 95 yearsago. During the past 12 
hours the river has raised 143 inches. 
A fall of 3 inches occurred during 
the latter part of the night, which was 
checked and another rise caused by the rains 
of last night. It is feared that the water will 
not now recede to 60 feet, the point at which 
the manufacture of gas can be resumed, for 
Beveral days, possibly fora week. The sky is 
still overcast and some rain is falling. 

The disaster at the Southern Railroad station 
Was more serious than was reported last night. 
It is now considered certain that four lives 
were lost, and the number may have reached 
18. Oillamps have been placed in the street 
lamps along the inundated portion of Vine- 
street for the guidance of the skiffs. In 
the vicinity of Front-street the water has 
risen so high as to put sume of them out. 
Nearly all of the organizations in the city,from 
the Chamber of Commerce to the most humble 
ladies’ sewing society—have begun the work of 
relieving the sufferers. The Masonic bodies all 
went to work to-day. They have news from the 
Cleveland lodges to the effect that 12 large beats 
and a Jarge quantity of provisions have been 
shipped, and will arrive on the outskirts of 
Cincinnati in the morning. They will be met 
by sturdy crews of Masons at the point where 
the train is stopped by the water and will 
launch them at cncs and begin to distribute 
the supplies. 

The Police and relief boats are still inade- 
quate to supply the demands upon them. 
Cries of distress come to the station-house from 
all sides and are answered as promptly as pos- 
sible. A reporter hailed a Police boat at the 
foot of Plum-street and boarded it, riding 

through Water and Front streets. Women and 
children were ieaning out of upper windows 
hailing every boat that passed for food. At 
No, 214 Water-street an old lady was found 
who was almost dead from starvation. A Po- 
lice boat rowed up with a load of bread 
and furnisbed her with a loaf. She grasped 
‘and ateit ravenously. Opposite No. 214 Water- 
streetan old manwas housed up in an attic with- 
out fire or food,and was nearly frozen and 
starved. He was too proud to call for help. 
Coal and food were furnished him. Further 
down the street 16 children, of one family, 
were crying piteously forfood. They had not 
eaten anything since yesterday morning. The 
Associated Charities boat relieved them. 
Along Elm, Plum, and _ Central-avenue 
the peopie are in a terrible condi- 
tion of suffering. Their goods are 
floating around in the rooms below unheeded, 
while they are suffering in rooms above for 
want of food and fuel. Several of the people 
near Water-street were driven from the second 
stories of the houses and had to take refuge on 
the roof, from where they were safely re- 
moved by the Police boat under command of 
Capt. Cunningham. A large row-boat, pur- 
chased by the Associated Charities, was found 
doing good service in this neighborhood. The 
crew had been at work since 6 o'clock this 
morning giving the people a cold, but sub- 
stantial, breakfast. Before all were served 
dinner time was reached, anda large number 
took their breakfast and dinner together. 

About 9 o’clock word was spread around by 
shouts from house to house that soup could be 
had up town, and produced much excitement 
among the unfortunute people. Boats were 
Bent as hastily as possible to these houses, and 
the inmates were taken toland. They filed up 
Plum-street to the soup head-quarters in 
droves. Every one wanted to be the first to 
get to shore, and several cases of falling into 

the river occurred. The Chamber of Commerce 
Committee supplies, at Pearl-street Market 
Space, are being distributed to the destitute 
in the Kast End. C. W. Green, who is in 
tharge, reports great destitution throughout 
that part of thecity. Many people come in 


who are ashamed to ask for relief, and can 
searcely summon the courage. Little Fred 
Trette, elevator boy in the Enterprise Insu- 
rance Building, after great hesitation, asked 
for subsistence for his mother and brothers 
and sisters, who werestarving. He lives in 
the alley back of Pearl-street. Before 9 
o'clock this committee had breakfasted 
400 men and issued 150 rations to 
women who reported starving children. 
The committee sent out, by the Police, 
to persons in want reported by them, 20 gal- 
lons of coffee, 40 gallons of soup, 200 pounds 
of meat, and 160 loaves of bread, and in ad- 
dition 20 gallons of soup to the Spencer House 
tenants, who arein great distress. People on 
the extreme river-front, when food is taken to 
them, ap nearly wild with hunger and eat 
ravenously. They want vegetables. Theoniy 
things furnished by the committee are meat, 
soup, bread, crackers, and coffee. Sub- 
scriptions amounting to $2,500 were re- 
ceived by another relief committee this 
morning. .Large gifts of groceries and 
clothing were also received. There has 
been an unexpected demand on the committee 
for bed-clothing. Hundreds of blankets and 
comforts were distributed this morning, but 
the work of supplying these articles is bard! 
begun. The head-quarters at Ninety-third- 
street are crowded constantly by men, wom- 
en, and children asking for relief, A dozen or 
more wagons were kept employed in taking 
supplies to different districts in the city, to the 
Police stations and school-houses, where suf- 
ferers are mapped. New supply houses were 
pstablisbed at No. 18 Engine-house, at Weyand 
& Jung’s brewery, and one in Cumminsville. 
Orders for men’s and boys’ clothing are given 
on A. & H. Strauss by the Relief Connuniteea, 
and orders for coal to different dealers who 
can be reached, The General Committee this 
morning recommended to the Executive Com- 
mittee that $1,000 be appropriated for the relief 
pf the sufferers in Newport, Dayton, and Cov- 
ington. The money will be ready for distri- 
bution in those cities to-morrow. One boat 
was sent to Lawrenceburg with supplies yes- 
terday afternoon, and as soon as it returns 
more supplies will be sent there if required, 
It is estimated t at the citizens’ committees 
will beable to furnish relief to 10,000 people 
to-day. Members of Council and citizens gen- 
erally are reporting cases of suffering to the 
Relief Committees. Supplies are often deliv- 
ered by Councilmen and other city officers in 
a and a large number of professional men 
ave been thus employed a part of the day. 
Fifteen school-houses are more or less crowded 
by homeless people. Several churches are also 
open. Private families are sending baskets 
full of provisions to the destitute and the ho- 
tels are contributing liberally. The public 
library will be closed on account of thd 
scarcity of coal. Announcements for religious 
services and various society meetings for the 
week have been withdrawn because of the lack 
ot light. The water in the reservoirs will not 
last more than five days longer, and the big 
Shields engine which was provided for just 
such an emergency as this bas thus far refused 
to work the pumps. 

Merchants along Pearl-street, from Elm to 
Sycamore, have not been invaded, except in 
the cellars, and they hoped, from the fall last 
night, that they would not be compelied to 
move goods to the second story. The water 
lacks only a few inches of their floors now. 
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Business has been entirely suspended along 
the south side of Pearl. The water is standing 
in Pearl-Street Market-space several inches 
deep, and the water stands on the floors of 
Many stores there. Bishop Elder has issued a 
circular, which will be distributed among the 
Priests of the archdiocese, asking them to send 
their contributions to the Cincinnati Cham- 

of Commerce, the Cit Council 
Committee, or to the Rev., D. H. Moeller, 
for distribution, and further to attain the 
grace of God the prayer ‘‘ Pro puagunque 
tribulation,” No. 13, is to be included in the 
mass daily until the end of the month. The 
congregations will say three paternosters and 
aves after the mass. 

With the exception of Lawrenceburg, 20 
miles down the river, where there is not a 
single foot of dry land within the city limits, 
Newport is the greatest sufferer. The place 
contains 20,000 ple, and one-half of it is 
under water. Efforts are being made to get 
some of the sufferers over to Cincinnati. A 
reporter passed through some of the residence 
streets to-day in a skiff. He was on a 
level with the second-story windows. 
He could see into the deserted rooms. 
Some of them had been left in a 
tidy condition and in others things were 
in confusion. Some of the houses are still in- 
habited on the second floor. As the reporter 
came near York-street he knocked at the win- 
dow of an elegant house, and a pleasant-faced, 
middle-aged lady answered. ‘‘We are doin 
very well,” she said, ‘but my baby is sick.” 
The skiff was then directed up York-street to 
Taylor, in the direction of the Licking River. 
A window was raised and a young woman in 
a wrapper looked out. An open piano was 
in the room and she had a magazine 
in her hand. “No,” she said, smiling. ‘I 
can’t help the water rising. My brother is in 
Cincinnati, and my mother has gone away in 
a skiff to buy something for dinner, and I 
spend the time reading.’’ While she was talk- 
ing one of the city supply barges containing 
water came along, and she handed down a 
bucket to get some. A little further on was 
met a queer skiff containing a sturdy looking 
epung woman securely wrapped in an overcoat. 

he handled her oars with much skill, and gave 
the occupants of the reporter’s boat a pleasant 
nod as she passed. he boatman said her 
name was Lizzie Burrows, and that she sup- 

rted a widowed mother in Ann-street. She 
as made $50 with her skiff since the flood 
commenced. The Mayor has ordered skiff 
owners to respond to any call that may be 
made upon them, and not to charge more than 
10 cents for moving a passenger. In some 
laces children and sick people were being 
owered into the skiffs and the supply boats 
were frequently met. In the churches and 
school-houses on the high ground, where the 
people who have been driven from their houses 
are crowded, the scenes are most pitiable. 

While thé unexpected rise to-day has not 
made avery great change apparently in the 
situation. there is such uncertainty about the 
future that all plans are unsettled. It is not 
only impossible to estimate the extent of the 
coming rise, but no one can tell when the rain 
will cease along the river here. The clouds 
broke away late in the afternoon, but 
gathered again before 10 o’clock. Rain 
is falling above and below here. The 
weather is warm and almost _ sultry. 
The effect of this uncertainty is the cause of 
another lifting to higher levels ef vast quanti- 
ties of goods hitherto supposed to be above the 
reach of the water. This is done with im- 
mense labor and under the most trying cir- 
cumstances, the men standingin the water. 
The Louisville and Nashville trains re- 
ceive passengers on the trestle at the Cin- 
cinnati end of the bridge, they reaching it by 
boats. The Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
Road, which has been the only outlet for 
trains north and east, to-night went under 
the flood to such an extent that no trains could 
pass. This leaves the city practically cut 
off from the rest of the world to the 
north, east, and west by rail communication, 
except that the Bee Line Road still runs trains, 
leaving from the stock-yards station. ‘This 
outlet is also accessible to the Cincinnati, 
Washington and Baltimore trains, and they 
may enter and depart in that way. The diffi- 
culty on the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton Road is not fully understood, although the 
water on the track in the city limits is 
sufficient to account for the stoppage. 
Three hundred passengers are waiting 
at Winton Place for transportation by omni- 
bus into the citv. The Cincinnati Southern 
Railroad sent out a train to-night and received 
one, but the water has so permeated McLean- 
avenue that wagons sank to their hubs while 
removing express and baggage, and the most 
lively fears are entertained that the whole 
street will sink umder the trains. No 
effort will be made to-morrow to run 
trains on this road into the city. There 
is no point this side of the bridge 
where passengers can be taken on the cars. It 
cannot yet be told what arrangements will be 
made for forwarding the mails, or even what 
will be done about the running of trains. 
Tbe main fact is that, whatever is done, 
a long haul = wmust be made to 
reach the trains. Only one road is now 
able toreach itsstation, namely, the Cincinnati 
Northern, which comes into the city over the 
hill-top, and has a station 10 squares from the 
river. Not a steamer is running, there 
being no place to _ land. The little 
stesmer used by the Ohio and Mississippi 
Railroad Company to convey passengers 
from §Storrs’s Station to Aurora, Ind., on 
its return last night had a fearful experience. 
The fog overtook it and it was unabie to pro- 
ceed with safety. It was found to be almost 
equally difficult to finda place to tie up, bnt 
this was finally done, and the boat reached 
Storrs’s Station this morning. Coal barges 
have to-day been towed up Central-avenue to 
Pear!-street, where carts ran alongside and re- 
ceived their loads. 

Stories have been current of mobs of Jawless 
men standing at the water’s edge and demand- 
ing whisky and doing lawless acts. Careful in- 
quiry shows no reason for such stories. The 
tact is creditable even to criminals that they 
either have heart enough to behave properly 
in the face of this great calamity or that they 
are restrained by wholesome fear from pillage 
or lawlessness. No doubt swift punishment 
would follow tbe discovery of crime. 

The bakeries not inutidated are worked to 
the fullest capacity to keep up the supply of 
bread. There have been some fears of a meat 
famine on account of the difficulty in receiving 
live stock, but several thousand rescued distil- 
lery cattle can be utilized in case of necessity. 
Though no appeal has been made for belp from 
abroad, a number of subscriptions have 
been received. Among these are $2,500 
reported by Moses Mosler to have been sent 
to him by H. H. Warner & Co, of 
Rochester, N. Y.; $1,000 from the Adams 
re a Company, of New-York, through 
A. Fogg, its local agent, and $250 from the 

roprietor of the Gilsey House, New-York. 
be Masonic fraternity has organized a special 
relief force. 

Among the incidents of the flood wes the 
finding of a baby asleep in its crib in a house 
floating at Fern Bank, below the city. The 
little waif was rescued and taken care of by 
the Catholic Orphan Society. A barn, witha 
fine barouche in it, floated by the city to-day. 

The first authentic report concerning the 
loss of life at the Cincinnati Southern Railroad 
station yesterday was made to-day to the Po- 
lice at the Oliver-street station by Herman 
Wilsbery, a boy living at No. 17 Wil- 

| stoch-street. He says that he and his 
brother Joseph and 13 other boys were 
on the platform when the water 
broke through McLean-avenue, and that the 
entire party was thrown into the water; thet 
he swam to Gest-street, escaped, and went 
home: that his brother and all the other boys 
were drowned. He does not know the names 
of the other boys. No other reports of missing 
boys bave been made to the Police. 

The following ‘has been issued by Mayor 
Horwon, of Newport, Ky.: ‘‘A great cslamity 
bas overtaken our city. After passing 
through a protracted siege of small-pox, we 
find at least one-third of our city sub- 
merged by the prevailing fioods. About 3,000 
families are suffering and destitute. We need 
belp. It is only necessary to announce this 
fact to the citizens of our common country to 
obtain relief. Please send relief to W. H. 
Lape, Treasurer Citizens’ Relief Fund, New- 
port, Ky., or to Wiliiam H. Horton, Mayor.” 

VASHINGTON, Feb, 14.—The Light-house 
Board has instructed the Inspector for the 
Ci cinnati District to render all possible as- 
sistance to the authorities of that city, and to 
allow them the temporary use of the lanterns 
used by the service on the Ohio River to aid in 
lighting the city at night. This action on the 
part of the Light-house Board was in response 
to an appeal from Cincinnati. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Feb. i4.—In response to 
a coli from the Cincinnati Freemasons for 
boats. the Masons of this citv to-nicht shipped 
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11 row-boats and promised, if needed, to send 
to-morrow a life-saving crew, with apparatus, 
from the station. 
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LOUISVILLE IN GREAT DISTRESS. 
THE FLOOD INCREASING, WITH GREAT DAM- 
AGE AND SOME LOSS OF LIFE. 

LouisvittE, Ky., Feb. 14.—As _ pre- 
dicted by THe TrmeEs’s correspondent last 
night, the Ohio at this point reached the high- 


water mark of 1832 this morning at 4 o’clock, 
and at midnight to-night is 20 inches above 
the highest flood ever known here and 
still rising at the rate of an inch an 
hour. At 10 o'clock to-night the depth over 
the falls was 39 feet 10 inches. To appreciate 
fully the extent of the rise, it must be stated 
that when the river is at an ordinary level, 
there is a direct fall of over 5 feet. Now, 
not even a ripple in the water indi- 
cates the location of the falls, which 
are buried under the immense volume 
of water, Of course, this additional and un- 
expected rise has greatly increased the loss of 
property-owners, and the lowest estimate to- 
night places the damage in this city at 
$1,000,000. Five lives are now known 
to have been lost by the breaking of 
the cut-off, described in yesterday’s TImzs, 
and it is feared by the relief force that the 
number will be found to be much larger. The 
names of the drowned are William “Fleming, 
James Evans, Samuel! Bell, a child of George 
Siebolt, and an unknown man, who was 
seen to fall into the flood and perish by 
a dozen persons. At Jeffersonville, directly 
across the river, 5,000 people, out of a total 
population in 1880 of 10,000, have been driven 
trom their homes, and more than half the city 
is under water. The loss there is over $500,000. 
At New-Albany the damage to the 
glass-works is placed at $125,000, and 
in the entire city at $500,000, with 
nearly 4,000 men out of employment. It is 
now perfectly safe to estimate the total dam- 
age to property alone in the three cities at up- 
ward of $2,000,000, without taking into ac- 
count the loss by the steppage of manufactur- 
ing establishments. 

Trade in Louisvilie to-day was almost en- 
tirely suspended, owing to the fact that only 
one railroad out of eight centring here was 
able either to receive or send out trains. A re- 
markable illustration of the slowness of traffic 
is given by yesterday’s and to-day’s Clearing- 
house reports, which show clearings amounting 
to only $800,000, while the average thus far 
during the year has been $1,500,000 daily. The 
Obio and Mississippi, up to last night, was the 
only road able to transport passengers from 
Louisville to points north and east, but this morn- 
ing the company was obliged to stop all trains, 
being completely shut out both here and at 
Cincinnati by the high water. This city is 
now completely shut off from the rest of 
the world, except by telegraph, and no 
Eastern or Chicago mail has been re- 
ceived here since Monday. All day long 
the river-front, which is now from 
two to ten squares back of its ordinary posi- 
tion, has been crowded with spectators. Hun- 
Greds of families who even yesterday sup- 
posed themselves safe have to-day been 
forced to move, and the owners of boats 
have reaped arich harvest, One family who 
yesterday were laughing atthe flood from their 
second-story windows, to-day paid $50 for the 
use of a leaky scow one hour to transfer them- 
selves toa place of safety. Fromadry spot 
at the foot of lirst-street this afternoon THE 
TIMES’s correspondent saw a raft made of 
three dry goods boxes and the roof of 
a house, on which were piled beds, ¢hairs, 
tables, a cow, three or four hens, a dog, four 
children, a woman, and the head of the fam- 
ily, who, with a long pole, was exerting every 
muscle to make a suitable landing. After it 
had been driven about by adozen currents and 
narrowly missed capsizing several times, a 
four-oared boat came to the rescue and 
put the raft and its occupants in a safe place. 
In a two-story brick house between Second 
and Third streets, a German citizen, about 40 
years old, stood for an hour in a second-story 
window, with water up to his waist, crying 
and cursing alternately, and when finally 
rescued all he could say was: ‘'Gott im 
himmell! Ich will heim gehen! Ich will 
heim gehen!” A relief boat came to a house 
on the roof of which stood a man waving a red 
shirt asa signal of distress. Several pounds 
of bacon and some bread were offered him, but 
he threw it disdainfully back into the boatand 
said: ‘*Hell’s fury! Ain’t you got any pie?” 
As he would take nothing but pie, the boat was 
forced to leave him. , 

In one of the bonded warehouses in Bear- 
grass Creek 2,000 barrels of whisky were put 
under water to-day, and 150,000 pounds of 
bacon belonging to J. Lieb & Son were 
also submerged. Last nighta relief party came 
upon an old man lying motionless in the 
centre of a raft. When revived with a swal- 
low of whisky he exclaimed: ‘Let me jump 
overboard, boys; I’m not worth saving. My 
house and all my property 1s destroyed. My bo 
is drowned and I want togo, too.’”’ It was wit 
greatest difficulty that he was rescued and car- 
ried to land. At Portland, during the night, 
about 20 houses were overturned. To add 
to the horror of the situation in that 
portion of the city, a malignant type 
of malarial fever has broken out 
and has become so general as to ap- 
proach to an epidemic. Large quantities 
of quinine were distributed among the sick 
to-day by the Mayor. At Third-street, where 
yesterday steamers were discharging their 
cargoes and piling merchandise up in the 
street, to-day there was so much more water 
that the landing of goods was an impossibility, 
and much of the stuff landed yesterday was 
ruined by the water. The high-water mark 
of 1832, which THE TIMEs’s correspondent raw 
yesterday seven inches above the river level, 
was out of sight at daylight this morning, 
and by noon the water was on thesecond floor 
of the building, eight inches above the 1832 
mark. Since that time it has risen a good 
foot and by daylight will be nearly a foot 
higher, 

Fully 12,000 people are out of their homes 
to-night and sheltered in school-houses, pork- 
houses, hospitals, churches, and slaughter- 
houses. At this hour grave fears are felt that 
the swift current will crush the brick buildings 
all along the river-front before morning,fand a 
hundred men, in boats, are on guard to save 

life and rescue property in the event of such a 
disaster. A man from Jeffersonville, who 
has just come over in a skiff, says only 
tour or five squares out of the entire city are 
above water to-night. The river here usually 
three-fourths of a mile wide, now measures 
three miles across. The approaches to the 
great bridge over the Ohio are entirely cut 
off, and the space under the spans, through 
which, at ordinary high water, the larg- 
est steamer on the river could 
pass without lowering pipes, is now 
barely sufficient to allow a skiff to pass 
under, It is reported to-night that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Road, near Elizabethtown, 
is completely submerged, and if this be so the 
only remaining exit from Louisville is blocked. 
Specials from over the State to-night show 
wide-spread disaster and suffering. The situa- 
tion along the Chesapeake and Ohio Railway is 
one of indescribable desolation. Hundreds of 
houses have been torn from their foundations 
and either toppled over or destroyed and 
thousands of people are to-night sleep- 
ing on Woody Hill. In Carter County, 
where troops from Louisville, Frankfort, and 
Lexington are attending the trial of Neal 
and Craft, the Ashland murderers, the rail- 
roads are washed away. No lawyers or wit- 
nesses cun get to the trial, and a famine is 
threatened owing to the lack of supplies and 
the impossibility of getting any. 

Dispatches from above have been unfavora- 
ble all day, and there is no hope that the river 
will even comme to a stand during the next 24 
hours. The weather to-day has been very 
warm, and there has been a_ steady 
rain-fall. The Captain of Engine No. 
10, in the south-east part of the city, 
bas just come in with the report that the 
Broadway sewer is liable to burst any mo- 
ment. This will flood at least 20 more 

| squares in that part of the city, but it 
is hoped the danger may be 

At Madison, Ind., 50 miles anove, the river 

is rising 14g inches per hour, and one- 

half of the city has been abandoned. 

Milton, Ky., directly opposite Madi- 
; son, has nota single house out of the water, 
| and the people are camping in the hills in a 

severe rain-storm. In this city all day, 

as yesterday, hundreds of people have 
been distributing supplies. The City Council, 

Board of Trade, and otber organizations are 

doing everything possible for the sufferers, 

and it is hoped, with the assistance proferred 
by other cities, particularly Chicago, that the 
suffering will be speedily allayed. 

Along seven miles of the Louisville river- 
front to-day the water has been creeping into 
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the second stories of buildings, the district 
widening in extent toward the western bound- 
ary of the city. Perhaps 100 additional build- 
ings have been taken more or iess 
into the watery embrace since the 
last report. This morning the heavy 
embankment of the Short Line Railroad, not 
far removed from the river front, broke at 
the foot of Clay-street. For 60 feet, at one 
point, the earth was swept away, and the 
rails and ties were twisted around, The road 
is under water from First-street to Wenzel- 
street, a distance of nine squares, to 
a depth of from 4 to 10 feet. A 
lot of freight cars, kept on the track to pre- 
vent a break, were tossed aside, and are lying 
in the water by the side of the track. The 60 
feet break caused 27 houses to be inundated 
which were hitherto protected by the fill. No 
loss of life occurred by reason of the break. A 
man and woman were drowned this morning 
by a skiff striking a log. 

In the cut-off districts 150 families, living in 
most substantial two-story houses, have not 
removed. They are furnished with sup- 
plies by boats, which are kept constantly 
running under the direction of the May- 
or and _ Relief Committee. The  peo- 
ple refuse to leave their homes because 
thieves are plundering in every direction at 
every available opportunity. The Police are 
patrelling the district in boats. Last night 
Officer Brock fired ona party of rascals and 
wounded a negro, but he escaped. The flood 
has backed into Beargrass Creek, which 
runs through the city, and it broke 
over its banks this ‘evening. Thirty 
houses are under water to the first story. 
Should the back water reach 20 inches higher 
the flood will pour down Broadway, which in- 
tersects the residence portion of the city, cut- 
ting off communication in ail directions 
save by boats. The sewer at Logan- 
street and Broadway burst this morning, 
flooding the immediate vicinity, without caus- 
ing serious damage. The Gas-works are in 
imminent danger. The stone foundation wall 
is keeping back the water. Much of arise will 
put out the fires. No doubt the city will be in 
darkness before to-morrow. 


SUFFERINGS ELSEWHERE. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 14.—A heavy 
rain, that lasted most of the night, brought 
Pogue’s Run out of its banks before noon to- 
day, and the people of the overflowed dis- 
trict feared a repetition of the disasters of 10 
days ago. The water began to recede ina 
short time, however, and to-night is again 
within its banks. At one time about one- 
fifth of the city limits was under water, and 
much loss was caused, besides untold discom- 
forts. There were several narrow escapes 


from drowning during the morning. In one case 
a horse and wagon, driven by two men, were 
swept into the angry run and washed away, 
the occupants barely escaping with their lives. 
Little was done in the Legislature to-day be- 
sides passing am appropriation bill autboriz- 
ing the Governor, the Lieutenant-Governor, 
Auditor, and Secretary of State to expend 
$40,000 for the relief of the sufferers by the 
floods in the Ohio, Wabash, and White Rivers. 
The bill as originally drawn appropriated the 
sum for the Ohio River sufferers, but upou 
engrossment, representatives from the Wa- 
bash and White River counties, wany of which 
are devastated by the high mater, suggested 
that their territory beincluded. Mr. Heffron said 
he should object to amending the bill, which 
piece of insolence the gentlemen interested re- 
sented vigorously, atid a nasty debate ensued, 
nearly killing the bill. Heffron was obliged 
to succumb, and the amendment was carried. 
The bill met with some slight opposition on 
the ground of its unconstitutionality, but the 
urgency of the case overruled this objection. 
Another car-load of provisions was sent to 
Lawrenceburg to-night. A mass-meeting «f 
citizens will be held to-morrow night to con- 
tinue the work of raising funds. So far $1,200 
have been secured. Elsey G. Burkham, a 
former resident of Lawrenceburg, but now in 
New-York, telegraphed to-night to Gov. Por- 
ter and Senator McDonald to draw upon him 
for $1,000 in aid of the sufferers by the flood. 
The telegram was acted upon immediately, 
and the money was sent this afternoon. 

The following private telegram has been re- 
ceived from Jeffersonville, Ind.: ‘* The city is 
flooded from two to twenty feet deep. Five 
thousand people are homeless. Many have 
lost all they had on earth. A large number of 
cottages in the lower part of the city were swept 
away. and hundreds of people are quartered 
in second stories,in public buildings,and in busi- 
ness houses. Food is sent to them in skiffs. The 
scenes of suffering are appalling. It is still 
raining and the river is rising. ‘The loss will 
reach over $1,000,000. The people will have 


to leave Lawrenceburg. No lives have been' 


lost so far as can be learned.” 

Mapison, Ind., Feb. 14.—It has rained al- 
most constantly since last night. It ceased at 
1 o'clock this afternoon, but began at 8 o'clock 
this evening, an threatened a stormy night. 
The river 1s rising an inch an hour. Madison 
isa peninsula. The graveyard at the north 
side of the city is largely under water. The 
back-water is making Crooked Creek resemble 
a river. In the Fulton district, east, for 
squares along the river-front to the south, and 
several miles west, toward Hanover, the deso- 
lation is complete. Of the houses submerged, 
many have been overturned and are floating 
from their foundations. Citizens have re- 
moved their gocds, and are cabling their 
houses, in the hope of saving them. A frame 
house at Ohio and Poplar streets flosted off 
this afternoon. The destruction and suffering 
will. be incalculable. There have been no 
fatalities, 

Nrew-ALBANY, Ind., Feb. 14.—The loss by 
the floods here is not less than $250,000. No 
lives have been lost. The farmers along the 
Ohio River suffer greatiy, many losing their 
entire crops. Six hundred families are house- 
less, and many are destitute. Ail the manu- 
factories are stopped. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., Feb. 14.—The Kentucky 
River was stationary at 34 feet, but has fallen 
4 feet since last night. It has been raining 
here since morning, and the river is now 
rising at Clay’s Ferry. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Feb. 14.—All day long it 
has been raining heavily here, and the tempera- 
ture has peen rising so steadily that grave 
fears are entertained of anothor flood as severe 
asthe one of a week ago. The river is still 
blocked up with the iumber and débris from the 
lastfiood, and to-night the water is rapidly ris- 
ingagain. Up theriver and on the banks near 
by are great quantities of ice thatis melting 
fast. if the water rises three feet it will lift 
this ice and carry it down the river. The Fire 
Department has been hard at work blowing 
out gorges with dynamite. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Feb. 14.—A serious 
flood is anticipated here should the rain and 
warm weather continue during the night. The 
ice is gorged bank high between Nanticoke 
and Pittston, a distance of 20 miles. 

Port Deposit, Md., Feb. 14.—At this point 
and between here and Havre de Grace there is 
no material change in the Susquehanna. A 
telegram from above says: *‘ The gerges at 
Cully’s High Rock and Fite’s Eddy remain 
solid.” The river is low. Light rains have 
fallen at all points along the river to-day, but 
no rise is reported as yet anywhere. 

LirrLe Rock, Ark., Feb. 14.—The Arkansas 
Liver here is 15 feet above low water mark. 
The Ouachita and other rivers are also rising, 
and-fears are felt in the bottom lands of an- 
other disastrous overflow. 

PITTSBURG, Penn,, Feb. 14.—Preparations 
are being made for anotber flood. 
and incessant rain has been falling 
here, and at all points along the Mo- 
nongahela and Allegheny Rivers. since 
before daylight, with every indication of 
continuing through the night. Dispatches 


from the head-waters report that the water is | 


rising rapidly. At this point the riyers com- 
menced swelling at 4 o'clock this afternoon, 
and have since been coming up very fast.

A STAR ROUTE CONFESSION 


RERDELL TO BE A GOVERNMENT 
WITNESS. 

DORSEY'S EX-CLERK EXPECTED TO PLEAD 
GUILTY AND GO ON THE WITNESS STAND 
TO-DAY—THE STORY OF HIS TROUBLES. 

Wasuineton, Feb. 14.—It is believed 
that Montfort C. Rerdell, one of the defend- 
ants in the pending star route trial, will 
plead guilty in court to-merrow, go upon 
the witness .stand, and reveal the se- 
crets and the history of the great con- 
spiracy. While the correspondent of THE 
Times has received this information from 
a trustworthy source, it should be said that the 
counsel who represent the Government are 
very reticent and refuse to disclose their 
plans. It is believed that Rerdell will 
not only tell an astonishing story, which will 
contain strong evidence against the men 
who are defendants in this trial, but 
also that his story will be accompanied by 
very important documentary evidence in cor- 
roboration. If Rerdell has decided to make a 
clean breast of the whole affair, then it would 
seem reasonable to expect that he will produce 
documentary evidence, for there must have 
been plenty of it in his possession in the years 
through which he was connected with the com- 
bination. If Rerdell should disclose the his- 
tory of the whole matter to-morrow, the ad- 
dition of his statements to acase already 
strengthened by testimony recently referred 
to will place the defendants in an umenviable 
position. ; 

terdell almost eseaped from the original in- 
dictment of the group now on trial. His first 
name not having been spelled out he tempo- 
rarily stepped out of the net, but be was at 
once arrested, tried in the Police Court, and 
bound over to the Grand Jury. Then a new 
indictment was found, in which he appeared by 
his full and correct name. During the first 
trial there were indications that his compan- 
ions did not trust him, and he usually sat by 
himself. At the end Miner and Rerdell were 
found guilty by the inconsistent verdict 
which allowed their companions to escape, 
and the two were taken to jail. They re- 
mained there only one day, for the verdict was 
set aside and a new trial ordered. In the 
present trial Rerdell bas sat by himself, and 
has bad his own counsel, Mr. Wilshire, of 
Arkansas. The confession which he made in 
1881 to Messrs. James, MacVeagh and Clayton 
is already in evidence. 

Rerdell is a man below theaverage size. He 
has a shrewd expression and a cheerful coun- 
tenance. He wears a mustache and a pointed 
beard. In June, 1880, before a Congressional 
committee, he testified that he was a ste- 
nographer and an attorney, and that he was 
then the representative and agent of Dorsey & 
Co,,a firm composed of ex-Senator S. W. Dorsey 
and James W. Bosler,of Pennsylvania. He had 
charge of their star route business. There 
were contracts standing in hisown name, He 
was first employed, he said, by Miner and 
Vaile as the old firm of Miner, Peck & Dor- 
sey, but S, W. Dorsey bought out 
his brother for $10,000, and also beught 
out Pcek’s interest. S. W. Dorsey 
then disposed of an interest to Hosler, and 
Miner remained in the business with Vaile, 
the two making a firm by themselves. Seme 
of S. W.  Dorsey’s routes stood in 

terdell’s name, After S. W. Dorsey came 
out of the Senate and took hold of the 
service he proposed to put all of his routes in 
Rerdell’s name and did take that course with 
some of them. The testimony which has been 
presented shows how Rerdell carried on the busi- 
ness, made negotiations with sub-contractors, 
and performed much of the work of detail in 
connection with the scheme. While the inves- 
tigation was going on in the Spring of 1881 
Rerdell became convinced that ‘the 
jig was up,” and he tried to take 
shelter by confessing to Mr. James and Mr. 
MacVeagh. He revealed the inner workings 
of the conspiracy, showed that Brady was to 
get a percentage of the money paid for exne- 
dition, and asserted that payments to Brady 
and Turner were entered upon Dorsey’s books 
under fictitious names. When he was called 
upon to testify before the Congressional 
Committee, he feigned sickness in order 
to gain time, in which he _ prepared 
a bogus set of books. The records of the in- 
vestigation of Congress show that Rerdell’s 
examination was delayed in this way, but his 
books were not calledfor. These were the books 
which Rerdell agreed to get in New-York after 
his confession to Mr. MacVeagh. He was seen 
by Mr. James on the train when returning to 
this city, and he declared that a package 
which he held contained the books, He showed 
telegrams received while on his way 
from S. W. Dorsey, entreating that he 
would forego his purpose. Upon reach- 
ing this city he was induced by persons 
interested with the defendants, as will prob- 
ably appear at the proper time, toabandon his 
intentions and make a statement to the effect 
that he had made his confession simply in the 
role of a detective, with the design of assisting 
the other defendants, and that the transactions 
of the defendants in the star route business had 
been honest. 

Although they had succeeded in drawing 

Rerdell back from the path which he bad 

chosen, the other defendants have never trust- 

ed him since that day. The friends of Rerdell 
complain that his companions abandoned bim 
in the first trial, and that they were not sorry 
to see him go to jail. With these two defendants, 
Miner and Rerdell, in jail it would be difficult 
for the Government to proceed advantageous- 
ly against those remaining. The setting aside 
of the verdict and the order for a new trial 
placed Miner and Rerdeli once more in the 
ranks of the defendants. Some words used by

aroused the curiosity of those who

NO RESULT IN MICHIGAN. 


SIX BALLOTS FOR SENATOR TAKEN YESTER- 
DAY—THE BRIBERY INVESTIGATION. 

Detroit, Feb. 14.—Six ballots were taken 
to-day in the jomt convention of the Legisla- 
ture, which was in session through most of the 
afternoon. The first ballot gave Ferry 46, with 
the fusion yote scattered on six candidates, 
Judge William Newton, an eminent lawyer, of 
Flint, receiving 11. The Republican opposi- 
tion was scattered as usual. A recess for two 
hours was then taken, and desperate efforts 
were made by the Ferry men to win over ne- 
cessary aid from thefusion ranks. Upon reas- 
sembling the first two ballots exhibited no 


change, but on the fourth seven fusionists 
went over, carrying Ferry’s total up to 53. 
Ferry’s supporters stood by him, notwith- 
standing this demonstration, and the 
fifth ballot brought him one additional 
recruit, swelling his total to 54, 10 
less than was necessary to a choice. The sixth 
ballot was taken amid great excitement. Fer- 
ry’s fusion allies stood by him, but one of his 
supporters, who deserted him two weeks ago, 
again left him, reducing his vote to 53. There 
was an evident fear that this break might be- 
come contagious, and the Ferry supporters 
gladly agreed to an adjournment. The 
rest of the fusionists rallied quite sol- 
idly for Newton, who received 35 votes, 
Stout got 5, Willetts, 11, and Burrows, 8, 
with 14 more scattering Republican votes on 
seven different candidates. It still looks as if 
assiduous Jabor with the fusionists is likely to 
prove barren of results. If they ever intended 
to give Ferry substantial aid there is no rea- 
son obvious why it should not have been given 
during this afternoon’s balloting. While, had 
the accession from that quarter beeu more 
threatening than it actually was, there would, 
no doubt, have been a stampede among Fer- 
ry’s followers, but of what dimensions it is not 
easy to guess. The effect of to-day’s work, 
while not reassuring, is helpful on the whole to 
the Ferry side. 

The investigation into the charges of at- 
tempted bribery and corruption was continued 
to-day. 8. 8. Bailey, ex-Internal Revenue 
Collector, implicated by yesterday’s evidence 
as an active Ferry striker, was examined at 
length. He admitted several statements made 
concerning his action, but declared that he 
was not authorized by Ferry to make any 
promises, but knew from experience that after 
the election of an officer it was not unbecom- 
ing in that officer to carry out promises 
made by his friends. He thought the man 
who didn’t know that the question of 
patronage had much to do with Senatorial 
contests was so unsophisticated that he should 
be put back on new milk. Bailey then carried 
tbe war into the opposition camp by stating 
that the editor and proprietor of the Grand 
Rapids kagle, a Republican organ in that city, 
had told him he had been offered up into the 
thousands by Hubbel! if he would oppose 
Ferry, but had refused. Nathan Church, 
owner of a two-cent guerrilla sheet in that 
city, told witness that Hubbell agreed to give 
him $2,500 if he would oppose Ferry—$700 
down and the balance later on. 

Church, who has vigorously pitched into 
Ferry all along, was the next man put on the 
stand, declared that Bailey’s statements were 
‘‘a good deal fresh,” but, being pressed close- 
ly, he admitted that Hubbell had sent him 
money during the Summer and Fall which he 
had syvens for dinners and other entertain- 
ments calculated to help on Ferry’s downfall. 
He had spent from $1,000 to $2,500, but could 
not say precisely how much. His opposition to 
Ferry was based on the fact that his friends 
had not been treated well in the matter of ap- 
pointments. Assuming this man’s testimony 
to be true, the general opinion where he is 
known will be that Hubbell displayed most 
wretched judgment in the bestowal of his sur- 
plus funds.

A PRIZE-FIGHT NEAR CLEVELAND.

TWO PENNSYLVANIA MEN SETTLE AN OLD 
FEUD IN 21 ROUNDS. 

PittsBurRG, Penn., Feb. 14.—A desperate 
prize-fight of 21 rounds took place early this morn- 
ing ina barn afew miles from Cleveland between 
John Marron, a mill-worker of this city, and Frank- 
lin Glazier, a resident of Steelton, Penn. The fight 
was the result of an old feud between the men. 
Glazier challenged Marron more than a year ago, 
but he persisted in refusing to aecept until about 
three months ago, when he went into active 
training. Glazier came to this city one month 
age and went into training at a hotel a 
short distance from the city. The backers of 
the men met about three weeks ago and decided 
the men should fight for $500a sice. The money 
was placed in the hands of Lawrence Guire, of 
Philadelphia, and a man named McCain was ap- 


pointed referee. It was decided that the fight 
should take place in Ohio, four miles this side of 
Clevelaad. The affair was kept very quiet, and 
vesterday afternoon, the time set to leave this city 
for the battle-ground, not more then 2 or 30 
sporting characters about town knew what was 
goipg on. Arriving at Bedford, a little town in 
North-eastern Ohio, before honest people were 
astir, a large barn was selected, and on the floor of 
this aring was improvised. The pugilists stripped 
without delay and were soon in the ring. They 
were very avenly matched. Marron is 5 feet8 
inches in height, and weighs 138 pounds. Glazier 
is 5 feet 9inches and weighs 13646 pounds. The 
supporters of both men were confident their man 
would win, but were not wild enough to offer odds, 
Consequently, while censiderable money changed 
hands, the betting was even. 

When time ryas called the men advanced to the 
scratch and sparred scientifically fora few minutes. 
Glazier finelly succeeded in catching Marron with 
his right fist however, and, following up with his 
left, sent him to grass, amid the cheers of the 
crowd. The second round wasafine one. Neither 
one could hit the other, and after sparring for five 
minutes they withdrew to their respective corners. 
When they came into the ring the third time Mar- 
ron said to Glazier: *‘ Look out forme this time, 
I must win some money for my friends.”” After 
a pretty hara battle Marron got in a 
blow that took Glazier square on the right jaw, 
knocking him down and drawing the first blooa. 
Then alittle cheer went up and Marron’s friends 
began to offer odds on their man. Much science 
was displayed in the fourth and fifth rounds, each 
beiug declared adraw. ‘The sixth round waa hard 
fought. but not very much science was displayed, 
because the men were determined that one of 
them should fall. It was settled by Marron kuoek- 
ing Glazier off bis feet. The seventh round was 
also a knoek-down for Marron. This was the 
shortest round of the whole fight. When 
the men came into the ring for the eighth round, a 
“sport” from the East was heard to say: “‘ Hit him 
hard this time, Glazier, and see if you can’t knock 
him down.” Marron and his friends laughed, but 
this time Glazier did get in a pretty good blow and 
lifted Marron off bis feet. Then the friends of Glazier 
began to put up money on their man, which was 
promptly covered by the Pittsburgers. The ninth 
round did not last long. It resulted ina knock-down 
for Marron, and Glazier was again below par fn the 
betting. The other rounds did not differ much 
from those deseribed, saved that in the fifteenth 
Glazier was knocked outside the ropes and had 
both his eyes closed. He was full of pluck, how-

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THE DEAD WAR GOVERNOR 


RECORD OF A SUCCESSFUL AND 
PATRIOTIC LIFE. 


EDWIN D. MORGAN’S BRILLIANT CAREER Aa@ 
MERCHANT AND STATESMAN—HI8 IN- 
VALUABLE SERVICES TO HIS COUNTRY 
AND HIS STATE. 


Ex-Gov. Edwin D. Morgen died at his rest 
dence, No. 411 Fifth-avenue, yesterday morning at 
7:55 o’clock. His death had been expected by his 
friends since ‘fuesday night, when Drs. Draper, 
Agnew, Vanderpoel. and Keyes, after a long con- 
sultation came to the conclusion that there was no 
chance for recovery, and so informed the family 
and anxious friends of the patient. The cause of 
death was heart disease, to which Mr. Morgan had 
been subject for many years, although his formet 
attacks were light and he easily rallied from them. 
On Saturday last Mr. Morgan was apparently in 
the enjoyment of perfect health. He visited the 
office of E. D. Morgan & Co., No. 54 Exchange-place, 
and attended to his business as usual. On Sunday he 
attended the regular services of the Brick Church, 
of which he was one of the most prominent and 
earnest members, and at that time he was 
to all appearances hale and hearty for a man of 
his age, having passed his seventy-second year 
only three days before. That evening he was at- 
tacked with his old trouble of the heart, and the 
pain was so excruciating that his family physician, 
Dr. W. H. Draper, was sent for. The Doctor called 
ia Dr. Cornelius R. Agnew to consult with him, 
and everything possible was done to relieve the 
sufferings of the patient, but with only partial suc- 
cess. Throughout Monday and Tuesday Gov. 
Morgan suffered terribly from pains in the regior 
of the heart, so much so that it was impossible for 
him to remain comfortably in bed, and he passed @ 
great deal of the time in walking, about his room 
in a vain effort to gain relief. 

On Tuesday he was thoroughly conscious of the 
fact that his hours were numbered, and he talked 
freely about his approaching end, giving directions 
to his wife, grandson, and private secretary, Mr. 
Merritt, as calmly as though he were going on 8 
brief pleasure trip into the country. Tuesday 
night the ex-Governor was very restiess and 
Dr. S. O. Vanderpoel watched by his bedside 
throughout the{|night. Gathered around the 
dying man were also Mrs. Morgan, his wife, 
Mrs. Henry M. McCorkle. Mrs. Morgan's sister, E. 
D. Morgan, Jr., the ex-Governor’s grandson. 
George Rowland, his nephew, Mr. Merritt, his pri 
vate secretary, John T. Terry, one of his business 
partners, and Assistant United States Treas- 
urer Thomas C. Acton.

times during the nigbt and walked about the room 
in the effort tu relieve the pain at his heart, and af 
6:30 o’elock yesterday morning he went to his bed 
for the last time. Half an hour later he became 
unconscious for the first time during his iliness. 
Dr. Vanderpoel noticed that h%: breathing had be- 
come more labored, and he told the anxious watch- 
ers that the death struggle bad begun. Ex-Gover 
por Morgan died without pain, as he was perfectly 
insensible during the last hour of his life, but his 
sufferings up to that time from the beginning of 
his last illness were terrible. He leaves a widow 
anda grandson, E. D. Morgan, Jr., as his nearest 
relatives. His only son, Edwin C. Morgan, died in 
October, 1881. Funeral services will be heid in the 
Brick Presbyterian Church, ¥ifth-avenue and 
Thirty-seventh-street, to-morrow afternoon at 3:34 
o’cleck. The body will be taken to Hartford for 
interment. A dispateh from Washington states 
that President Arthur will leave the capital this 
evening for this City, in order to attend the fus 
neral.

A LONG LIFE’S HISTORY. 

Edwin Dennison Morgan, who wiil be know! 
to history as the War Governer of New-York, wai 
born in Washington, Berkshire County, Mass., Feb 
8, 1811. His father, Jasper Morgan, was a New 
Engiand farmer, and his early childhood wat 
passed, much like that of the sons of all farmers, 
working in the field in Summer and attending the 
village school during the Wintermonths. Heearly 
developed a fondness for mathematics and an apti- 
tude for trade, which foretold that he would not 
always be content to pass his life on a farm. In 
1828, at the age of 17, he started out to seek his 
fortune with his common school education, a capi 
tal of 3714 cents, and a firm determination ta 
achieve success. He went to Hartford, Conn., where 
he hed auncle named Nathan, a wholesale and 
retail grocer. Young Edwin engaged himself to his 
uncle as a clerk, binding himself for three years at 
a salary of $60 for the first year, $75 for the second, 
and $100 for the third. He worked hard and soog 
mastered the business, and at the beginning of his 
thira year he was sent to this City to buy tea aud 
sugar, and also corsa, which was then an article of 
import instead of export, for his employer. Edwit 
returned to Hartford in due time, and his unclt 
asked him about the corn. The quality and pricé 
paid were satisfaetory to the old gentleman, and 
be then asked his nephew how much he had pur 
chased. It had been usual for dezlers to buy twa 
or three hundred bushels at atime, and the uncl4a 
was somewrat startled when the young man re 
plied that he had bought two cargoes, and that the 
vessels were probably in the river. ‘* Why, Edé 
win,” exclaimed the old gentleman, “what are wé 
to do with two cargoes of corn?’ ‘Ob,’ answered 
the young man, “I have disposed of all that you 
don’t want at an advance. I could nave sold 
three cargoes if I had had them, I stopped in the 
stores as [came from the stage office and made 
salos.”” It was a new idea to his employer, and 
quite out of the old routine of trade, but the gain 
and results were not to be questioned. The next 
morning Edwin was at the store bright and early 
as usual, and had taken the broom to sweep out 
the counting-room, when his employer entered. 
“I think,” said the old man, “we can find some 
one else to do the sweeping here. A man who can 
go to New-York and buy two cargoes on his ows 
responsibility and sell them without consulting bis 
principal can be better employed than in sweeping 
out a store.” Although Edwin was then only 1 
years old he was made a partner in the business, « 
and his success in life began with bis purchase of 
those two cargoes of corn. 

In 1832, soon after reaching his majority, Mr? 
Morgan was elected a member of the City Council 
of Hartford. In 1833 he was married to Misi 
Waterman, of Hartford, and in December, 1836, hé 
came to this City, He was then 25 years old, the 
possessor of a capital of $5,000, and, what was 
still better, a fund of energy and business tact 
which made -his success in the Metropolis assured 
from the beginning. He formed a partnersbig 
with a Mr. Earle, another Hartford youth; a 
Hartford capitalist advanced them $10,000, and ia 
January, 1837, the new firm of Morgan & Earle 
began business as wholesalegrocers. At the end 
of the year the firm was dissolved, and Edwin D. 
Morgan began business on his own account. His 
enterprise and sagacity soon astomished the gro 
cery trade, ard he began to amass a fortune rapid. 
ly. He had the faculty of anticipating a rise in the 
market with a precision that became proverbial 
in the trade, and all his ventures seemed to prevée 
profitable. Other houses tumbled to piece 
around him, but where other dealers operated af 
a loss he always operated at a profit. He soon 
became knowr as the heaviest dealer in raw 
sugar on the Street, and bandied tea and 
coffee with a boldness that surprised the trade. 
He was also a remarkably good judge of credit, 
and as a result carriea very few bad depts. Hit 
perceptions were so sharp that he saw opportunk 
ties which ncbody else noticed, and the conse: 

quence was that he made money rapidly. Mr. 
Morgan always had a lore of politics, and in 1847, 
after he had amassed a comfortable fortune, he 
Getermined to enter upon a political career. In 
order to be able to abandon active business and 
devote himself to the career to which he aspired, 
he formed the house of E. D. Morgan & Co., tak« 
ing as partners his cousin, George Morgan, and his 
two former clerks, John T. Terry and Solon Hum- 
phreys He left the business to his three partners, 
giving them his name and capital, and arawing his 
share of tne profits. The house is to-day known 
throughort the world asone of the largest and! 





soundest business firms in this City, and has made 
’ large fortunes for each of the partners. 

In the Spring of 1849 Mr. Morgan was elected to 
the first public office which he held in this City, 
that of President of the Board of Assistant Alder- 
men. At this time that body was composed of 
eminently respectable merchants and citizens, and 
to beleng to it was esteemed a high honor. During 
this year tho fata! cholera epidemic broke out in 
this City, and hundreds were swept away by the 
dread disease. Merchants suspended thelr busi- 
ness and fled from the strickon City, and a panic 
seemed to have seized on nearly the entire popula- 
tion of the Metropolis. Mr. Morgan refused te 
abandon his suffering fellow-citizens, but while 
others were fiying to safer climes he remained to 
minister to the sick and dying. He was a 
member of tbe Sanitary Committee of the 
Board of Assistant Aldermen, and devoted 
his time to visiting the hospitals and his 
money to furnishing supplies to the stricken 
inmates. The hospitals soon became crowded, and 
it was a difficult matter to fiad accommodations 
for those who were being daily stricken with the 
terrible disease. Mr. Morgan proposed that the 
public schools should be utilized for hospitals, and 
his proposition, after a great deal of opposition, 
was adopted. When the scourge finally disap- 
peared the school-houses were thoroughly fumi- 
gated and cleansed, and it was admitted on all 
hands that no better solution of the difficulty could 
have been made. The only expense to which the . 
City’was put in carrying out the sanitary measures 

“made necessary by the cholera epidemic was a few 
hundred dollars for lime. All other costs were met 
by private liberality, and few were more liberal 
than Mr. Morgan, who was giving all his time to 
the relief of the sufferers. 

Mr. Morgan at this time was a Whig in politics, 
and worked assiduously for his party at all times. 
Tie was an earnest opponent of slavery in all its 
forms, bat had not identified himself with the Abo- 
Jitionists, because at this period he did not believe 
in the wisdom of their methods. Atthe expiration 
of his term as Assistant Alderman, in 1850, he was 
slected to the State Senate rrom the Sixth District 
of this City, and served two terms in that body. 
fie was mace Chairman of the Fizance Committee 
and President pro tem. of the Senate, and during 
his second term, although the Senate was Demo- 
‘eratic, so high was the estimation in which he was 
held, that he was again elected President protem. | 
He declined to run fora third term, and in 155'*@as 
appointed Commissioner of Emigration, a position 
which at that time was coveted and held by the | 

' pest citizens of New-York, and which Mr. Morgan 
filled with great ability until 1858. In the mean- 
time the Whig Party had become merged in the 
zreat Republican Party, which was destined to play 
to conspicuous a part in the bistory .‘ -ne Nation. 
Mr. Morgan entered heartily into the uew movement 
and his name will always be rememoered as one 
of the founders of the Republican Party. He was 
Vice-President of the National Convention at Pitts; 
burg in May, 1856, at which the party was organ- 
ized, and was made Chairman of the National 
Committee, in which capacity, a few months later, 
he opened the Philadelphia Convention, at which 
Fremont was nominated for the Presidency. The 
Fremont eampaign was conducted under his man- 
agement, and, although the new party was beaten 
at the polls, it proved to have a strength through- 
out the country which was extremely encouraging 
to its friends, and Mr. Morgan was confident in its 
fature. For the next two years he devoted himself 
to the duties of his position as Commissioner of 
Emigration, and in 1858 became the candidate of 
the Republican Party for Governor of this State. 
The election of a Republican at this time seemed 
to be almost hopeless, and prebably no man except 
Mr. Morgan could have carried the State. But he 
went into the fight with energy, and was elected 
by a very respectable majority, although his varty 
had scarcely emerged from its swaddling- 
clothes. His administration during the two 
years of his first term was characterized 
by an enlightened statesmanship which paved the 
way for a re-election, and did much to add strength 
to the new party whicn he represented. He con- 
ducted his office on strictly business principles and 
with the strictest integrity. The result was that 
the credit of the State rose, while its debt de- 
creasea, and the revenues of the canals were in- 
creased, while the canals themselves were im- 
proved. Gov. Morgan watched the course of legis- 
lation with scrupulous care, and used the veto 
power freely to kill bad and fraudulent bills. His 
veto messages averaged from 30 toG0ayear. The 
result of his able administration was that, in 1560, 
he was re-elected Governor by the largest majority 
which up to that time had ever been givento a 
Subernatorial candidate in this State. 

During his first term Gov. Morgan had enjoyed 
& peaceful administration; his second wzas one 
of trouble and turmoil which called into play all 
the executive abilities of the man, and the record 
which he made isa part of the history of the day. 
On the day of Goy. Morgan’s election Abraham 
Lincoln was elected President of the United States, 


and on the same day the Southern States prepared 
to secede from the Union. It was believed by 
many thatthe South was playing a “ biuff’’ game, 
and that the threatened war would be averted by 
peacefal compromise. Gov. Morgan shared this 
view toacertain extent, and in his first Message 
to the Legislature, in 1861, he recommended pru- 
dence in dealing with the absorbing question of 
the hour, but when the blow was struck at Sum- 
ter which made the civil war inevitable, he was 
foremost in extending aid to the Federal Govern- 
ment, and for the next two years he labored so as- 
siduousiy forthe success of the Union cause that 
his name has been justly enrolled in the list of 
the famous war Goyernors of the loyal States. The 
State was inadequately provided totender efficient 
ald to the Government, and the labor of enrolling 
and equipping the immense number of soldiers re- 
guired taxed the energies of the Governor to the 
atmost. Of the 75,000 men first called for by Presi- 
dent Lincoln, the quota of New-York was 13,000. 
Gov. Morgan calied on the Legislature, and that 
body conferred on him extensive powers, authoriz- 
ing him to enroll 30,000 men fortwo years instead 
of three months, and gag awe 3 $3,000,000 for 
the State military service. rom this hour to the 
close of his troubled term the Governor devoted 
his entire energies to the serviceof the Nation. By 
May 25 the 30,000 men authorized by the special 
act of the Legislature had all been enrolled, and 
by July i2they had been organized into 38 regi- 
ments, officered, and sent to the seat of war. 
It was, however, when the renewed demand was 
made on the country for troops, after the severe 
loss inflicted on McClellan at the Chickahominy, 
in Juiy, 1862, that Gov. Morgan made his boldest 
and most decisive step in response to the call from 
the National Government. By a series of brilliant 
movements, the rebel General, Lee, bad thrown 
70,000 men on the 40,000 which composed the right 
wing of McClelian's Army,attacked fn flank and rear 
almost atthe same moment, and forced back the 
Union forces at ail points. McCilellan’s retreat up 
the Peninsula followed the battle, and by the 
masterly way in which it was executed did much 
to redeem the unfortunate commander in the eyes 
of all impartial military men. But the people knew 
only that the army, after suffering a terrible de- 
‘eat, had retreated. This wes the news that came 
30 them instead of the expected victories, and 
at the same time President Lincoin called 
‘or 300,000 m>re men. Under such circumstances 
snlistment was likely to goon slowly, and it was 
zenerally considered wise fer the State to offer a 
bounty in addition to that given by the national 
Government. This was Goy. Morgan's own view of 
the matter. It was suggested tnat a special ses- 
sion of the Legisiature be called to authorize a 
State bounty in addition to the national bounty. 
Gov. Morgan felt that to cail a special ses- 
sion would result in the loss of much valu- 
able time, and the men were needed at the seat 
of war at onee. About $4,000,000 was required 
to provide for the proposed bounty. and this 
amount the Governor undertook to raise on his 
own responsibility in this City and Albany, He 
ssued a call for 25,000 men to enlist forthree years

Senate was not characterized by any oratorical dis- 
play, but he was a hard worker, both in the com- 
mittee rooms and on the floor of the Chamber, 
He seldom spoke unless some important measure 
was under discussion, and when he did talk he 
always had something to say, and his views were 
received with great attention by the Senate. Dur- 
ing his term he served on the Committees on Com- 
merce, Finance, Railroads, Manufactures, Military 
Affairs, Mines and Mining, and Printing. In Feb- 
ruary, 1865, on the retirement of Secretary Fessen- 
den, President Lincoln nominated Gov. Morgan to 
be Secretary of the Treasury, but the nomination 
was withdrawn at the request of the Governer. 
At the conclusion of his Senatorial term Goy. 
Morgan returned to private life and his business 
in this City. In_1872 he was Chairmar of the Na- 
tional Republican Committee, and conducted the 
successful campa'ga of that year, which resulted 
in the second election ef Gen. Grant to the Presi- 
dency. Since the close of his Senatorial career he 
has held no public office, He was the Republican 
candidate for Governor in 1876, but was defeated 
by Lucius Robinson. Gov. Morgan was a Presby- 
torian and a member of the Brick Church, opposite 
his reeiddnce in Fifth-avenue. 

When President Arthur assumed the Executive 
office after the assassination of President Gartield, 
in 1881, he nominated ex-Gov. Morgan as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. The nomination was con- 
firmed by a unanimous vote of fhe Senate, but the 
ofiice was declined for a second time, Gov. Morgan 
feeling that he had reached an age too advanced 
to permit him to engage in the active duties of 
statesmanship. He was ar old and ardent friend 
of the President's, and telegrams were received 
from the White House daily during his illness ask- 
ing for information regarding his condition. The 
ex-Governor was a prominent member of the Union 
League Club. 

The property left by the ex-Governor is estimated 
at from $8,000,000 to $10,000,000, a great part of 
which is invested in real estate in this City, Wash- 
ington, and Newport. In 1880 he gave $100,000 
toward erecting a new library pbuilding for the 
Union Theological Seminary, of which be was one 
ofthe Trustees, and the library is known as the 
“ Edwin D. Morgan Library.” He also built a hall 
for Williams College, Berkshire County, Mass., at a 
cost of $88,000, and this, too, is named after him. He 
was the President of the Board of Trustees of the 
Woman’s and Presbyterian Hospitals, and was a 
liberai friend of the Manhattan Eye and Ear_Hos- 
pital. He was a Director of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, of the New-York, Lake Erie 
and Western Railroad, of the National Bank of 
Commerce, and of the United States Trust Com- 
pany. The ex-Governor was a liberal patron of 
art, and had collected in his house, in Fifth-ave- 
nue, about 250 oil-paintings, some of them of rare 
merit as works of art. Amongthe more prominent 
of them are: “ An Intrigue,’’ by Vannutelli; ** Rev- 
ery,” by Firmia Girard; “ Washerwoman on the 
Coast of Brittany,” by Jules Breton: ‘A Storm,” 
by Achenbach; “A Happy Wife,”’ by Bouguereau: 
‘The Wedding Eve,” by Dieffenbach; “ The Com- 
ing Storm,” by Voltz, and “The Jolly Musicians,” 
by Madon.

State Senator James W. Gerard. Judge Van Vorst 
granted the motion and ordered the reasons for 
the adjournment to be entered on the minutes of 
the court. The Board of Governors of the Wom- 
aa’s Hospital, of which Mr. Morgan was Presi- 
dent, met yesterday and passed resolutions testi- 
fying to the great loss tne hospital had sustained 
in the death of Mr. Morgar, to his liberal support 
of the hospital, tendering to the members of his 
family their profound and respectful sympathy, 
and resolving to attend the funeral, and that a 
committee trom the board accompany the body 
to Hartford.

THE ELEVATED ROAD QUARREL.

THE BASIS UPON WHICH THE MANHATTAN IS 
TRYING TO SECURE HARMONY. 

Tho Directors of the Manhattan Elevated 
Road, at their meeting yesterday, appointed Rus- 
se)l Sage, Cyrus W. Field, and Samuel Sloan a 
committee to confer with Charles Dugan, Elisba 
Smith, and Joseph S. Steut, a committee from the 
Metropolitan Road, to try and effect a settlement 
of the difficulties existing between the roads. Jav 
Gould and 8. N. Kneeland are ex-officio members 
of the committee, as Presidents, respectively, of 


the Manhattan and Metropolitan Roads. The 
agreement prepared by Mr. C. P. Huntington, 
who has acted as a mediator in attempt- 
ing to adjust the difficulties between the 
companies, is substantially as follows: The 
stock of the New-York Company, which has ac- 
cepted the Manhattan proposition, which the 
Metropoliten rejected, for a transter of stock, will 
remain a first preferred stock, drawing 6 per cent. 
cumulative dividends. ‘The Metropolitan stock 
will be made a second preferred stock, entitled 
also to 6 per cent. cumulative dividends. The 
Manhattan will remain a common stock, also en- 
titled to 6 per cent. dividends if it can earn them. 
In case the roads earn more thanasum sufficient 
to pay these dividends, then the Metropolitan 
Road is to have one-third of the amount 
thus earned and the Manhattan two-thirds. 
This is in case the New-York _ stock- 
holders decide to continue the ho'ding as a pre- 
ferred 6 per cent. stock. In case they do not, then 
the New-York and Metropolitan are to take one- 
quarter each of anything over 18 per cent. the 
road may earn and the Manhattan one-half. The 
Mannattan takes this seeming lion’s share of the 
surplus earnings because its stock is $13,000,000, 
while that of each of the other companies is $6,500,- 
000. A further proviso is that the Metropolitan 
stockholders shall receive dividends due them 
since Jast April. This basis of settlement is 
understood to be satisfactory to all the 
parties concerred, except a few holders 
of New-York stock who have not exchanged it for 
Manhattan and tothe element in Manhattan rep- 
resented by Mr. Kneeland. That gentleman de- 
sires that New-York stockholders shall remain as 
they are, entitled to6 per cent. only. The Man- 
hattan, after the Metropolitan hes received its 6 
per cent. dividends, to be entitled to only 4 per 
cent. All that may be earned over that possible

THE DISPUTE OVER THE FRENCH 
EXPULSION BILL. 

DE- FREYCINET EXPECTED TO FORM A 

CABINET— THE COMMITTEE OF THE 

CHAMBER ADOPT M. FLOQUET’S BILL. 
Panis, Feb. 14.—It is now expected that 
M. de Freycinet will form a conciliation 
Cabinet, with M. Léon Say as Minister of 
Finance ; M. Constans, Minister of the Int rior; 
Gen. Campenon, Minister of War; Admiral 
Cloué, Minister of Marine, and M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau, Minister of Justice. M. de 
Freycinet had an_ interview to-day 
with President Grévy, who will probably con- 
sult with the President of the Senate and 
President of the Chamber of Deputies. M. 
Falliéres will remain for some days at his post 
as President of the Council, Replying to a 
deputation of merchants, representing 200,000,- 
000f. capital, President Grévy promised to en- 
deavor to relieve commerce from the results 
of frequent crises. Since his interview with 
M. de Freycinet, President Grévy has con- 
ferred with M. Brisson, President of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. : 

The Committee of the Chamber of Deputies 
met to-day and considered the different bills 
relating to pretenders. M. Waddington’s pro- 
posal to banish any Prince tound guilty of 
furthering pretensions endangering the State 
was unanimously rejected without debate.

THE DEATH OF WAGNER. 
HIS LAST MOMENTS—UNIVERSAL EXPRES- 
SIONS OF SORROW. 

Venice, Feb. 14.—The composer Wagner, 
who was suffering from disease of the heart, was 
staying in an apartment of the Vendremini 
Palace. He had yesterday a severe attack, 
but he had resolved on making an excursion 
ina gondola. He had another violent seizure 
in the afternoon. His doctors were summoned 
and found that his case was hopeless. He died 


surrounded by his wife and children. The 
cause of death was asyncope. The Liceo Mar- 
cello and the city authorities are arranging for 
public funeral services. Wagner lately ex- 
pressed the belief that ‘* Parsifal’” would be 
his last work, as be felt that he was soon going 
to die, He wasseated in an arm-chair when 
he expired. 

BERLIN, Feb. 14.—The King of Bavaria has 
telegraphed to Wagner's relatives, offering his 
condolences and begging them to await his 
wishes in regard to the removal of the body 
and the funeral services.

TBE REV. MR. GRAHAM RE-ELECTED PASTOR 
OF THE FIRST METHODIST CHURCH. 


The members of the First Methodist Protest- 
ant Church of Newark, N. J., were inastate of 
feverish excitement last evening. Two hundred 
and twenty-five of them were holding an election 
in the church with closed and guarded doors, and

The election was for Pastor for one 
year, for Trustees, Stewards, one delegate, and 


one alternate to the Maryland Conference, meeting 
March 14, at Westminster, Md., the church being a 
mission of that Conference: Trustee Gaven 
Spence said to aTimzs reporter that the Pastor, 
the Rev. Samuel T. Graham, who is finishing the 
fifth year of his charge. was no longer accept- 
able to the “church party,” as Mr. - Spence 
defined himself and associates. At a recent 
meeting of the congregation it waa decided 
that the Pastor should issue admission tickets for 
the election, and only members presenting tiese 
credentials, which were stamped with the Pastor’s 
name and bore their own written name, should be 
admitted. Messrs. John Robertson and David A. 
Clark, ‘*Grahamites,"’ were appointed door- 
keepers. But few of the church party 
applied for tickets. The Trustees met yes- 
terday, and Francis Langdon, who was 
Secretary, withdrew, Dr. William H. Martin suco- 
ceeding him. The board unanimously resolvea 
that the authority given to the Pastor to issue tick- 
ets of admission to members fora meeting which 
all members had an inherent right to attend was 
an unprecedented measure in the history of the 
Methodist Protestamt Church, and was a dan 
gerous infringement of its constitution. It 
was also resolved not to take part 
in or countenance the meeting, in view 
of its illegal character, nor to recognize any action 
taken or any officers there elected. unless its action 
should be legalized by the Conference. The fac- 
tion at Trustee Crane’s house organized a meeting, 
with Mr. John N. Taylor, the Sunday-school Su- 
perintendent, in the chair. and William Rutan, Sec- 
retary. It was resolved to protest against the action 
of the Grahamites, to ask the Conference fora 
new Pastor, and also to change the church troma 
mission to astation. The last request, if granted, 
would subject the church to a rule which limits 
the term of a Pastor to five years, thus precluding 
the Rev. Graham’s further service. 
members belonging to the “church party,” to test 
the matter, applied for admission to the chureh 
withont having tickets. They soon returned to 
Mr. Cranes to report that they were not ever ad- 
mitted to the vestibule.

RAILROADS CONSOLIDATED, 


ORGANIZATION OF THE BUFFALO, NEW-YORE 
AND PHILADELPHIA ROAD. _ 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb, 14.—A special to the 
Times from Harrisburg, says that the legislators 
and others from the ofl country think they see 
the hand of Vanderbilt in the final step taken to- 
day in the work of consolidating the Buffalo, New:

PHILADELPHIA AND READING.

THE RECEIVERS ORDERED TO TRANSFER THE 
PROPERTY TO A TRUSTEE. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 14.—The proceedings 
in the United States Circuit Court to-day for the 
discharge of the Receivers of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad Company occupied only about 
10 minutes. The decree was already prepared, and 
as there was no opposition all that Judge Butler 
had to do was to listen to James E. Gowen, coun- 
selfor the company. fora few minutes and then 
sign and hand down the decree which the 
company had asked for. A large number 


of lawyers and capitalists were in eourt to 
witness the proceedings. The decrees is 
quite a long document. Stripped of its 
verbiage it directs the Receiver to transfertoa 
Trustee named by the company the loeomotives, 
ears, rolling stock and equipments of the com- 
pany, to be held by the Trustee in the form of car 
trust, upon the amount due upon the outstanding 
Receivers’ eertificates being provided for, either 
by the surrender of the certificates to the Re- 
ceivers or by the deposit with the Receivers of the 
cash due upon them. It further directs the Re- 
ceivers, they being protected against all ontstand- 
ing liabilities, to surrender to the company all its 
property, real and personal, now in their possession 
or under their contro), except such as is transferred 
| to the Trustee in the car trust. The company is 
{ ordered to pay all debts incurred by the Receiver 
| Inoperating the railroad and leased iines and in 
conducting the mining operations of the coal and 
iron company. For the purpose of cempleting the 
settlement of the accounts of the current business 
down to the time of the transfer, and of enforcing, 
if necessary, the payment of the debts and charges 
ordered to be paid, the court retains jurisdiction 
until the further order ef the court and the fili 
of the report by the master as to the completion o 
the transfer of the possession. 

President Franklin B. Gowen said this afternoon: 
“In accordance with the terms of the deeree a car 
| trust will be created at once, through which we 

shall receive $2,000,000 with which to pay outstand- 
ing Receivers’ certificates. It will probably take 
from one to three weeks to settie the matter, col- 
lect the money from the car trust, pay the Recery- 
ers’ certificates, and adjust the Receivers’ ac- 
counts. By the first or second week of March all 
preliminary arrangements will be completed, se 
that the company may resume the title and man- 
agement of its property and business. This is ex- 
actly the decree we asked for.”

TARIFF WORK IN CONGRESS 


THE TEDIOUS DEBATE STILL IN 
PROGRESS. 


BOOKS TAKEN FROM THE FREE LIST AND A 
DUTY IMPOSED—THE W®OD SCHEDULE 


NOT CHANGED IN THE HOUSE. 
Wasnrncron, Feb. 14.—At the close of the 
morning business the Senate resumed the consid- 
eration of the’ Tariff bill. The pending question 
was on agreeing to the amendment made in Com- 
mittee of the Whole, putting books, &c., on the 
free list. \ 

Mr. Morr hoped the amendment would not 
be agreed to. If itshould be, there would be noth- 
ing left for our printers to do except newspaper 
and job work. The materials used in the manu- 
facture of books being taxed, and the labor cost- 
dng more here than abroad, the business could net 
be carried on witkout protection; and this legis- 
lation would ruin not oniy the book publishers, but 
also the makers of type and paper and morocco 
and other materials entering into the manufacture 
of books. Every American writer would go abroad 
to copyright his books and have them published, 
begause of the less cost of labor there. 

Mr. Baranp said he had voted for the motion to

THE STAR ROUTE PROSECUTION. 

THE LAST OF THE 19 ROUTES IN THE INDICT- 
MENT UNDER INVESNIGATION. 

WasHInGTon, Feb. 14.—In the star route 
trial this morning the crier called for James W. 
Bosler. There was no response, and Mr. Bliss re- 
quested the Clerk to note the fact. The prosecution 
then began the introduction of the official papers 
cennected with the route from Bismarck to Tongue 
River, Dakota—the last of the 19 routes set out in 
the indictment. Joseph Pennell, who had been 
employed by John Dorsey to buiid tke stations 
along the route, testified that a man was stationed 
at each stopping place, under orders to get up peti- 


tions for increased service. More ranches were 
erected than were necessary at the time, but 
Dorsey said vw | would all be needed when the 
route was expedited, and it would be cheaper to 
build them all at one time. Dorsey offered him an 
interest in the route, but witness declined because 
he thought it would not pay. Dorsey told him that 
the service would be increased to three trips per 
week; he had a brother in Washington who would 
help him get it. He also spoke of being “all right 
with the department."’ He said the pay for three 
trips would be at least $25,000 per year, and it 
might be more. 

Mr. Ingersoll asked the witness if he knew that 
fraudulent means had been resorted to in securieg 
the increase. A.—I don’t know that it was fraudu- 
lent; I knew it was something I couldn’t do. I 
was a bidder on the same route. I couldn't get 
the mail increased that way.

THE SEMI-ANNUAL REPORTS OF EIGHT NEW- 

YORK CITY BANKS TO THE STATE BANK 


DEPARTMENT. 

ALBANY, Feb. 18,—Following 1s an install- 
ment of eight of the semi-annual reports of the 
savings banks doing business im the City of New- 
York, as made to the Superintendent or the Bank 
Department, showing their condition on Jan. 1. 
During the yeara ¢ertificate of authorization was 
granted to only one bank in the State, namely, the 
American Savings Bank, of New-York City. The 
bank has not as yet opened for business. Within 
the’same period the affairs of only one bank have 
been placed in liquidation, that being the Morris- 
ania Savings Bank. The number of banks in op- 
eration in the State is 127; inthe City of Now- 
York, 25, two of which-—-tke Equitable and Morris- 
ania—are practically closed, the enly act neces- 
sary te complete their final dissolution being the 
transfer to the Bane Superintendent of the balance 
held by each. During the year the aggregate re- 
sources of the banks of the State have increased 
$29,879,905; those of New-York City, $17,995,917; 
deposits of the State, $24,314,520; of New York

THE SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 
ANNUAL 8BTATEMENT REGARDING INSTITU- 
TIONS THROUGHOUT THE STATE. 

The annual report of the Superintendent of 
of the Banking Department relative to Savings 
Banks for 1882 was presented to the Legislature 
yesterday. The report shows that on Jan. 1, 1883, 
there were in this State 127 savings banks, being 
thesame number reported Jan. 1, 1882. Of this 
number 13 arein process of voluntary liquidation, 
one—the Morrisania Savings Bank—having passed 
into that condition during the year. The total re- 
sources of the banks on Jan. 1 were $472,927,319, 


against $443,047,414 the previous year. The 
balances owed by the banks in liquidation to their 
depositors are trifling, ranging from $43 32, in the 
case of the Chautauqua County Savings Bank, at 
Fredonia, to $8,129 18 in the case of the Mutual 
Savings Bank, of Troy. Since the passage of the 
act of 1879, providing for the closing and dissolu- 
tion of savings banks, the representatives of 11 
banks have transferred the remaining deposits 
and unclaimed dividends to the Superintendent 
and have been discharged. There is now in his pos- 
session $18,706 18 belonging to 12,320 depositors. The 
expenses arising from the disposition of these de- 
posits, now borne by the solvent banks, the Super- 
intendent thinks should be paid from the interest 
upon this fund. Under the head of insolvent 
savings banks the question of Receiverships is dis- 
cussed at much length. By a law passed in 1881 
Receivers of failed banks are required to make 
semi-annual reports tothe Banking Department. 
Only 11 of the 16 Receivers have done this. From 
the reports received the Superintendent says he is 
“‘unable to gather but vague knowledge of 
their past and still more vague ideas of their 
future. * * * If there ever was a_ time 
iz the history of savings banks when the State 
owes it to depositors to expose the management of 
their funds to the light of publicity, it is while 
those funds are in the hands of a Receiver.’’ Regu- 
lar examinetions of such funds, he says, should be 
made and annually reported to the Legislature. 
The best way to avoid the disasters of Receiver- 
ships, however, is to avoid the Receivership itself. 
To that end he recommends the passage of a law 
providing that when abank becomes insolvent 
from any cause without fault on the part of the 
Trustees, instead of a Receiver being appointed, 
the Supreme Court, upon the application of a ma- 
jority of Trustees aud the Suverintendent, shall 
cause an examination of the accounts of the bank 
to be made, order the accounts due depositors to 
be scaled so as to render the bark solvert, ap- 
point new Trustees if it sees fit, and take such 
other steps as will best subserve the interests of 
the depositors. This willdo away in most cases 
with Receivers and the litigations and expenses 
conpected therewith. 

During 188% the increase of deposits in saving 
banks in this State was $24,314,820. Of this in- 
crease $14,874,529 was in the banks jin this City. 
The number of depositors is larger by 59,865 than 
on Jan. 1, 1882, the total number being 1,095,971. 
The amount deposited during the year, excluding 
interest oredited, was $154,799,804,an increase of 
$16,192,469 over 1881. The amount withdrawn dur- 
ing the year was $144,670,605, an increase of $26,- 
601,902. The amount of interest credited and paid 
for the year was $14,153,005, an increase of $480,697. 
The present appraised value of bank real estate is 
$8,620,319, which is $897,195 less than in 1881. The 
expenses for the year were $1,377,806, an increase 
of $90,882 over the previous year. The 
average amount of each account was 
$376 05, am increase of $1 73. Of the investments 
the mortgage loans increased nearly 18 per cent.; 
the amount of Government bonds decreased over 
9 per cent.; the real estate acquired decreased 
$820,022. The total transactions of the year, 
ainounts drawn and deposited,; equal $299,470,589, 
an increase of about 16% per cent. over 1881. The 
surplus of the banks increased $5,586,071. The sur- 

lus upon market value of securities is $60,420, 
£27; upon the par value it is $19,221,259. This 
difference is due, the report says, to a laudable de- 
sire to make the surplus appear as large as the 
facts will warrant, but suggests that in fixing mar- 
ket values the market should be the criterion, 
Fifteen trust, loan, and mortgage eompanies re- 
ported to the Banking Department on Jan. 1. Tho 
resources of these companies at that date amount- 
€0 to $143,889,248; capital, $13,457,400 88; deposits, 
$107,416,452 54; other liabilities, $12,831,244 92; sur- 
plus and profits, $10,720,453 78. Tne assets daring 
the year increrzsec $21,577,488 43, and the surplus 
and undivided profits, §1,963,107 72.

the subject of investments and dividends. The 
tact that on Jan. 1 the available fund held by the 
savings banks was $11.085,065 in excess of the 
amount allowed by the statute led the Suverin- 
tendent to write each bank asking whether any 
change was desired in the scope and character of 
investments, as has been intimated in the past. 
Banks representing $348,869,210 replied. Of the 
banks replying, 70 per cent. were opposed tu a 
change. Thirty-five banks favored a law allow- 
ing investment in the.bonds ef certain cities out- 
side this State, with proper restrietions. Such a 
bill, if carefully and disoriminatingly drawn, 
would, the Superintendent thinks, be perfectly 
safe. He also considers unobjeetionable the loan- 
ing on bond and mortgage as collateral, provided 
that every precaution is taken to secure the Leuk 
as to title, &c. Other changes proposed, but ob- 
jected to by the Superintendent, included invest- 
ments in railroad bonds, county, town,'and villare 
bonds in other States, and real estate in States 
contiguous to New-York. He favors an amendment 
allowing the banks to loan on Government bonds 
on less margin than now required. Missouri hay- 
ing defaulted in the payment of interest and Min- 
nesota having repudiated its indebtedness, the 
bonds of those States are not open to the savin 
banks as investments. The Superintendent thinks 
that they are entirely safe, however, basing his 
—— on the estimate of financiers. In closing 
his report the Superintendent says: “ I think al- 
lowing a wide range of investment would be tel- 
lowed sooner or later = taxation, which is prop- 
erly escaped so long as these banks are managed 
purely as provident institutions. * * * Our 

anks are strong, our system is admirable. Our 
deposits are safe, and our depositors are paid a 
rate of interest greater than is yielded by Govern- 
ment bonds—a condition of affairs which may be 
very sdfely and wisely left undisturbed. Better 
present safety with reduced dividends, than in- 
creased dividends with increased risk.”’

HENRY GEORGE ON FREE TRADE. 


.~-—__ -@— -—--- 
A LECTURE BEFORE A BROOKLYN AUDI- 
ENCE LAST EVENING. 

Henry George lectured in the art rooms of 
the Brooklyn Academy of Music, last evening, on 
“Free Trade.” He said that the subject of reve- 
nue .reform is coming to the front. At the last 
Presidential electionthe Republican Party changed 
front and came forward as the proteetor of Ameri- 
can industry. Thus the Democratic Party was 
beaten. The election was one mainly on 
the tariff issue, which was brought to the 
front, and must remaim there until decided. 


““You may,” said Mr. George, ‘‘read the doom of 
Protection in the madness which has seized the 
protectionist forces in Washington. You will find 
this tariff oeen coming n * everywhere; it is in 
the air and the great issue is coming before the 
poops. Upon that issue the next election must be 
ought. Tam gladof it. Let us know where we 
stand. I will vote for no man unless he will stand 
straight upon this issue. Do not imagine that this 
agitation is going to end with a revenue tariff, or 
even with the tariff question. This tariff question 
is but the beginning of a great struggle.  ques- 
tion coming up Is that great social question 
whether the masses of men are to remain hewers 
of wood and drawers of water for a privileged 
tew. Chattel slavery is dead. but labor slavery 
lives. That kind of slavery is increasing and so- 
cial opinion is begining to rise against it. All 
the relations of labor and capital are in- 
cluded in the tariff question. The American people 
must begin to educate themselves in politieal ecoe- 
omy. Icongratulate you that these questions are 
coming up and crowding out the mere political 
issues. I am a free trader. The genuine free 
trader is somewhat scarce. The men who say we 
ought to have a tariff anyhow are not free traders. 
Tariff for revenue only is not free trade; it is only 
a little better kind of protection. The difference 
between them !s hardly worth struggling about. 
If free trade is right, let us carry it out to its logical 
conclusion. Trade should be entirely, not partly, 
free. Cut off the tariff’s tail just behind its ears. 
A Custom-house is a relic of barbarism and the 
officers are legalized pirates. Let us be logieal. 
The whole truth is better than balf the truth. Let 
us go in for pure and simple absolute free trade, 
if free trade is right atall. Say to all who want to 
export and import: ‘Do as much ef it an you like.’ 
If foreign nations have cheap goods, Ict us have 
them. If they want to give them to us for noth- 
ing, we are ready. If free trade is good externally 
it is good internally. We must have free trade 
inside of eur borders; we must take by the throat 
all the great monopolies. We must go further. 
Free trade is nothing unless it involves free pro- 
duction, We should abolish, therefore. cvery 
tax which interferes with the production 
of commodities. We _ should not fine 
a man for adding to the wealth of the community. 
Free trade also demands that the monopoly of land 
must also be broken up. We must choke off those 
who stand between the laborer and his place of 
work.” At the eonciusion of the address a gentle- 
man asked: “Do you think we could have free 
trade at once, or would it hurt our mahufacturing 
interests?’ Mr. George replied: “As far as Iam 
concerned I would have absolute free trade at 10 
A. M. to-morrow. Ido not believe it would hurt 
any manufacturers; I think it would do them

LOCAL RAILROAD MOVEMENTS.

RATE-6UTTING IN THE WEST—MEMPHIS AND 
CHARLESTON MANAGERS. 

Commissioner Albert Fink was asked by a 
Trues reporter yesterday what steps were to be 
taken in relation to the cutting of east-bound 
freight rates on Western railroads. He promptly 
anewered that the cutting would bestopped. There 
was no confereace or meeting of the railroad 
freight agents in Mr. Fink’s office yesterday. 

The negotiations which have been pending for 
some time between the managers of the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia Railroad Company 


and those of its leased road, the Memphis and 
Charleston, have been brought to a close. The 
managers of the Memphis and Charleston Roud 
have been for some time trying to get possession 
of thelr property, and have made a number of 
propositions to the syndicate looking to that end. 
These have been rejected. Now the representa- 
tives of the Memphis and Charleston Company 
have decided to apply to the courts at once for the 
appointment of‘a Receiver to protect the interests 
of the stockholders, and, following this, steps are 
to be taken to set aside the present lease on the 
ground that it was obtained iliegally, and that the 
management of the lessee road has been such as to 
deprive the stockholders of dividends and earnings 
to which they are properly entitled. 

The par value of the stock of the Panama Rail- 
road Company js $7,000,000. In 1882 the shares of 
its stock were seilingat 204. In making their as- 
sessment of the taxable value of the personal 
estate of the railroad company, the Tax Commis- 
sioners took the market value of the stock as a 
basis, that sum being $14,280,000. From this they 
deducted 10 per cent., and also the value of 
the real estate of the company, and the 
remainder—$4,657,130—they fixed upon as the 
taxable value of the personal property. The 
railroad company insisted that it was not subject 
to taxation forits personalty. Its argument was 
that the basis of an assessment for such taxation 
is the par value of its stock; that from this sum 
the amount paid by it for real estate should be de- 
ducted, and that as the latter sum is $8,922,870, and 
the former one $7,000,000; there is much less than 
nothing for the purposes of taxation. The matter 
was taken before the Supreme Court on writs of 
cirtiorari. Judge Larremore, sitting in Special 
Term, yesterday decided that the Tax Commis- 
sioners acted properly in taking the market value 
of the stock as the basis of the assessment.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 

for to-day, in this region, slightly warmer, 
cloudy weather and rain, east to south winds. 


Gentlemen engaged in the mockery of 
tariff legislation who feel inclined to de- 
pounce the newspapers for criticising the 
disgraceful manner in which Senators and 
Representatives are sacrificing the public in- 
erests for purely privat> interests will do 
well to read carefully the pages of the Rec- 
ord containing the proceedings of yesterday 
in the upper house. . Unless that vera- 
tious publication is more than usual- 
ly doctored before it sees the light, 
it will contain a good many charges and in- 
sinuations by various Senators as to the 
methods of tariff-making quite as offensive 
as anything the newspapers have yet said. 
It ‘now appears that the bill which was to 
have been passed on Monday last, and which 
has since been made far worse than it was 
when it came out of the Committee of the 
Whole, still fails to give satisfaction to the 
** various interests,’’? and the ‘‘ representa- 
tives’ of these now bid fair to throw over 
the whole affair. The trouble with the hon- 
prable Senators seems to be that for them 
even the Treasury of the United States is 
not a trough sufficiently large or full. 


When the President vetoed the big River 
and Harbor Appropriation bill last year the 
desperate promoters of the job agreed that 
the measure should be passed over the veto 
as quickly as possible, ‘‘ before the clamor 
of the newspapers could be heard.”” With 
similar insolence they have now agreed that 
the report of the Secretary of War showing 
the needlessness of many of the appropria- 
tions made last year shall be disregarded. 
An analysis of the bill shows that at least 
twenty-four of the objects disapproved by 
the Secretary are included in the list pro- 
vided for in the new bill. It is evident 
that the members of the committee are 
determnined to have their own way, regard- 
less of public opinion, and regardless of the 
calm and dignified official opinion of the 
Secretary of War. It will be found that the 
new bill contains many private jobs, the ap- 
pearance of which in the list of favored ob- 
jects can only be explained on grounds 
which are most discreditable to members ot 
the Committee of Commerce. The only 
safe remedy for this persistent jobbery is in 
the defeat of the entire bill. Before any 
further appropriations are made for the im- 
provement of rivers and harbors the whole 
subject must be examined with great care. 
Meantime the pending bill should not be 
“allowed any consideration whatever. 


There will be a very general concurrence 
of public opinion in approving the senti- 
ments of the pctition presented in the As- 
sembly yesterday, from citizens who pray 
that something may be done to preserve the 
scenery around Niagara Falls. Aside from 
all consideration of the damage and disfigure- 
ments of the Falls, it must be admitted that 
no one can Jearn without shame and indig- 
nation that ‘‘ there is not one foot of Ameri- 
can soil from which our citizens can 
obtain without payment a sight of 
the Falls.” If it shall be found ne- 
cessary that the hucksters who infest 
the locality of the great natural curiosity at 
Niagara must be bought off, let them be 
paid and cleared away from the approaches 
to tie Falls. It is a shame that one of the 
wonders of the world should be kept under 
‘lock and key by sharpers and showmen. 
But in any case, the Legislature, which 
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MENTS | has ample power, should provide for the | 


preservation of the Falls and the adjacent 
scenery, and should provide for a thorough 
clearing away of the creatures who now levy 
tribute on every traveler who approaches 
the great cataract. 

OE ELL TIE IED 

By-a vote of 15 to 4 the Senate yesterday 
made the Five Cent Fare bill a special order 
for this morning, after the reading of the 
Journal. This action of the Senate will 
partly dispel the suspicion that the measure 
would be killed by delay in the Senate. It 
has been repeatedly shown that the pretext 
that the elevated railway companies did 
not have a fair showing in the Assembly, 
when the bill was pending in that body, 
was specious and frivolous. There is a pop- 
ular distrust of legislative methods as applied 
to great corporations, and when the inter- 
ests of so crafty and unscrupulous a manager 
as Mr. Jay GovuLp are before the Legisla- 
ture the people may well regard with solici- 
tude the movements of their representatives. 
The vote of the Senate yesterday on the Five 
Cent Fare bill may be taken, until further 
developments are made, as an indication that 
that body will promptly proceed to a con- 
sideration of the pending measure. 

If all of the Commissioners of Docks 
should follow Mr. JacoB VaNDERPOEL’S 
example, and should resign, there would be 
some sign of a public benefit being reached; 
although this would not be wholly realized 
until a reorganization of the commission 
were effected. Mr. VANDERPOEL, who has 
acted as Commissioner and Treasurer, says 
that he has been obliged to permit the book- 
keeper to act as Treasurer, and that it 
has been his misfortune that two suc- 
cessive book-keepers have misappropriated 
funds belonging to the Department of 
Docks. Asa matter of fact, it may be added, 
these two ‘‘misappropriations’’ amount to 
about $25,000, as far as the public are 
admitted to a full knowledge of the matter. 
The latest defaulter, Mr. WHITNEY, says 
that the amount of his thefts is ‘‘entirely 
privata’’ The money stolen has been re- 
plaged, and Mr. VaNDERPOEL, who first 
made good the amount, but who has since 
been reimbursed, resigns ina pet. As he 
must trust an irresponsible book-keeper to 
act as Treasurer, and as he has been cheat- 
edftwice by dishonest book-keepers, he 
thinks it high time that he should get out 
of office. There is really no knowing how 
much money has been stolen in the De- 
partment of Docks. There never will be 
any means of getting at the facts as long as 
the Department of Docks is an irresponsible 
and independent branch of the City Govern- 
ment, 


EDWLN D. MORGAN. 


In the death of Mr. Morcan New-York 
loses another of that group of its able pub- 
lic men which has of late been so rapidly 
dwindling. Though born in Massachusetts 
and receiving his first business training in 
Connecticut, Mr. Morcan had lived so long 
in this City, and had rendered such great 
and valuable services both to the City and 
the State, that his name is closely identified 
with New-York. He was a bold, sagacious, 
and successful merchant, and few men 
have given such evidence so early in life 
of the qualities which, steadily applied, 
can command almost unlimited wealth. 
But Mr. Morcan had a strong taste for pub- 
lic life’ and the capacity which is sure of 
recognition, and he was yet in the prime of 
young manhood when he turned his atten- 
tion to politics. Thirty-four years have 
passed since he occupied the position of 
President of the Board of Assistant Alder- 
men, but many of our older citizens can re- 
member the energy, courage, and fidelity 
with which, in that post, he fought the epi- 
demic which ravaged the City that year. 
Shortly after, elected to the State Senate, he 
promptly took a leading position in a body 
which included some of the foremost men 
of the State. 

lt was a critical time in the political his- 

tory of the country. The Whig Party, with 
which Mr. Morcan had zealously acted, 
was hopelessly divided on the slavery ques- 
tion. By many of the qualities of his mind 
he was strongly conservative, but it was in 
methods rather than in purpose that his con- 
servatism showed itself. His convictions of 
duty as well as his sagacity, which prevented 
him from believing that the aggressive tem- 
per of the slave power, the product of un- 
yielding economic necessity, could be safe- 
ly ignored or successfully compromised 
with, placed him naturally by the side 
of Mr. Sewarp in the _ division of 
the party. He was among the first to see 
the need of a reorganization of parties, and, 
as was his custom, he acted promptly on 
this perception. He was an active and 
prominent member of the famous Pittsburg 
Convention of 1856, at which the Republi- 
can Party first defined its aims and prepared 
tocarry them out. In the Fremont cam- 
paign he was Chairman of the National 
Committee, and the rapid progress which 
the new organization made—a progress 
which startled the South and awoke the free 
North to a new sense of its power and its 
duty—was largely due to his indefatigable 
labors and his extraordinary administrative 
qualities. He was quickly recognized asa 
leader, and in 1858 the new party put him 
forward as its candidate for Governor. He 
was elected, and in his first term proved to 
the country that the ‘‘ fanatics,’ ‘‘ freedom- 
shriekers,’’ and ‘‘ revolutionists’’ were equal 
to the task of orderly, thorough, vigorous, 
and economical management of public affairs. 
At that period it was a servjce to the cause 
of Freedom as great as its most eloquent 
orators could render, and one far more 
difficult. Nor should it be forgotten that 
Gov. Morcan’s skillful administration of 
the State Government during his first term 
made possible the magnificent achievements 
of the second term, when the crisis of the 
rebellion found the Empire State more than 
ready to do its full duty in defense of the 
national Government. 

The history of the work of 1861 and 1862 
at Albany bas never been adequately writ- 
ten, and bas hardly been fairly known. 
Looking back at it now, we see that nearly 
a quarter of a million of men were sent into 
the Union ranks, but the significance of 
these figures is felt only when we remember 
that this vast force—larger than that which 
the warlike empire of France was able to 
put into the field when it declared war on 
Germany in 1870—was drawn from the. 
bosom of a veaceful community, by volun- 
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taty enlistment, equipped, armed, and sent 
to the seat of war, the greater part of it 
pledged for service ‘‘for three years or the 
war.’’ It was characteristic of Gov. Mor- 
GAN’s way of doing any work to which he 
set himself that he made his preparations 
from the start ‘‘to see the thing through,”’ 
and he secured enlistments for three years 
when the national Government was call- 
ing for nine months or two years men. 
Besides the task of recruiting, equipment, 
and organization, the sea-board of the 
State was placed in condition for 
defense against invasion, and the finances 
of the Government, strained by an unprec- 
edented burden, were. kept in perfect order. 
In the labors which these achievements in- 
volved no one bore so large a part as the 
chief Executive. Possessed of an iron con- 
stitution, with unbounded energy and in- 
dustry, and with rare precision of purpose 
as well as capacity for systematic labor, thé 
Governor was at his post early every day, 
and it was often long after midnight when 
he left the Executive Chamber. He literally 
wore out the most active of his subordi- 
nates who tried to keep up with his un- 
flagging energy. And in the rush 
and confusion about him he was 
as calm, collected, and accessible as if en- 
gaged in directing the well-ordered routine of 
his Front-street warehouse. There are not 
a few of the military men whose names 
figure conspicuously in the history of that 
momentous struggle who rendered less valu- 
able service to the cause of the Union than 
Gov. Morean. 

When the Governor declined a renomina- 
tion at the close of his second term, he only 
changed his field of work. In 1863, he 
took his place in the United States Senate 
as the successor of Preston Kina. In that 
body he showed.the same qualities that had 
distinguished him in the executive office. 
Laborious, faithful, far-sighted, and intel- 
ligent, he contributed largely to the per- 
formance of the difficult task which still 
awaited the national Government in crush- 
ing the rebellion, and in repairing the waste 
and disorder which followed the war. He 
took an activé part in legislation affecting 
the finances and commerce, as well 
as in military matters, and was always lis- 
tened to with respect on the rare occasions 
when he participated in debate. He de- 
clined the office of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in 1865, and practically retired from 
public life on leaving the Senate in 1869. 
His death even at the age of 72 seems pre- 
mature, for his strong constitution appeared 
fitted for a longer life. But the extraordi- 
nary labor to which he subjected himself, 
and bore so cheerfully, overtaxed even his 
great powers. The people of his State and 
of the whole country owe to his remarkable 
services the tribute of grateful remembrance. 


THE SHIPPING BILL. 


There are indications that the Shipping 
bill, which passed the national House of 
Representatives early in January, will be 
brought before the Senate as soon as the 
ground is cleared by disposing of the Tariff 
bill. The chance of its passage is seriously 
impaired by the necessity which the Com- 
merce Committee has discovered of report- 
ing it with amendments. If it had come 
from the House in a form which the 
Senate Committee was willing to accept 
without change, and which would 
make it fairly unobjectionable to the Senate 
itself, it might have been got through with- 
out serious delay, but if it must go back to 
the House for concurrence in amendments 
while that body is busy with the Tariff and 
the Appropriation bills, fhe end of the ses- 
sion is likely to arrive before final action is 
secured. 

The Senate committee has decided on one 
amendment, and considered another of far 
more importance, which it is apparently in- 
disposed to adopt. The thirteenth section 
provides that masters and owners of vessels 
may ship their own sailors and pay them, 
without the intervention of Shipping Com- 
missioners, and that when they do so they 
shall not be obliged to pay fees to such Com- 
missioners. This the committee has decided 
to strike out, on the ground that it will de- 
prive saflors of a needed protection. It 
may be that there is need of somebody to 
watch over -their interests when they are 
shipped or discharged in home _ ports, 
and to prevent them from falling into 
the clutches of land-sharks, but it is 
difficult to see why well-disposed masters 
and owners should not be ° allowed 
to employ and pay their own men without 
having to use the services of an official in- 
termediary and pay for them whether or 
not they are needed or wanted. If there are 
abuses to be prevented, they ought to be 
reached without an imposition of that kind, 
and as the section provides for the per- 
formance of the necessary duties of Ship- 
ping Commissioners by the Collector of the 
Port without fees, the expediency of the 
amendment is not apparent. The section 
would remove one of the burdens on ship- 
ping which has been much complained of. 

The other suggested amendment is one 
that ought to be made. The main purpose 
of the bill is to remove obstacles from the 
way of the shipping interest and to lighten 
its burdens and difficulties, but the fifteenth 
section as it is now printed increases very 
heavily the tonnage dues on vessels engaged 
in foreign trade other than that with the 
portsof the North American Continent. It 
fixes this duty at 6 cents per ton for each 
entry of vessels trading with foreign North 
American ports and 12 cents for those 
trading with other foreign ports, but 
limits the aggregate for the former 
class only to 30 cents per ton in any one 
year. As vessels engaged in the transatlan- 
tic trade now pay but 30 cents a ton per 
year, while many of them make ten or 
twelve trips, it is evident that this would 
work a very serious increase of their bur 
dens. The present is no time for adding to 
the burdens of foreign commerce, and the 
chief merit of this bill is that it removes 
most of those bearing directly on shipping. 
There should certainly be no increase of 


tonnage dues and no discrimination against | 
| of surplus 
| Cincinnati. It is to 


the shipping from which we derive the 
greatest benefit. 


Although the pending measure is very far | 


from being what it ought to be, it is very 
desirable that it should become a law. If 
there were any hope of making it what it 
ought to be at this session and getting it 
through both houses, it should be open freely 
to amendment in the Senate, but of that there 
is no hope whatever. and we micht as well 
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secure now such beneficial changes in the 
law as it proposes and leave further progress 
to the future. The bill removes a variety 
of restrictions upon American shipping, 
does away with the extra wages and ad- 
vance pay grievances, abolishes consular 
fees, provides for limited liability of owners, 
and the admission free of duty of foreign 
materials needed in the construction, repair, 
equipment, and supply of vessels, and goes 
tar toward making it possible for Americans 
to use sea-going ships in case they had them. 
This is a decided gain, and it is well to have 
it, although Americans are not thereby en- 
abled either to buy ships or to build them. 
Their ability to build might possibly be 
tested under this law. A necessary condi- 
tion to that is certainly the privilege of using 
ships without being subject to expenses and 
obstacles from which foreign vessels are 
free. Until such a condition is vouchsafed 
there will be no encouragement for efforts 
at ship-building in competition with coun- 
tries now controlling the carrying trade. 


There is no probability that much life will 
be put into American shipping until there is 
absolute freedom in the purchase of ships. 
A policy of bounties and subsidies finds no 
favor with our people and is likely to find 
none. Without it we shall become a sbip- 
building nation when we can build the ves- 
sels required in trade as advantageously as 
other nations, and no restriction on the ac- 
quisition of the product of foreign yards 
will enable us to do it one moment sooner. 
Men who can get their ships cheapest 
will have an advantage in the carry- 
ing trade which will enable them 
to control it, no matter where the men live 
or where the ships are built. If Americans 
are not allowed the same liberty in buying 
ships as their rivals they cannot compete 
with them in the carrying trade. That is 
the long and the short of the whole matter. 
lf we want shipping and a fair share in the 
business of ocean transportation, we must 
permit ourselves to buy vessels where they 
can be had cheapest and build them for our- 
sclves when we can do s0 as cheaply as we 
can buy them of others. Until that policy 
is adopted there will be little chance of a re- 
vival of American shipping, but it is the 
part of wisdom, nevertheless, to remove all 
difficulties and discouragements out of the 
way of its resuscitation as speedily as pos- 
sible. 


ZHEH OHIO FLOODS. 


The story of another day of distress in the 
flooded city of Cincinnati is told in our dis- 
patches this morning. The hopes kindled 
by a slight fall in the water yesterday morn- 
ing were extinguished by noon, when the 
river again stood at 65 feet 14 inches, 
with a heavy rain falling there and at 
points further up the valley, threatening 
a still further rise. The Police and local re- 
lief committees were at work all day dis- 
tributing provisions and fuel among the 
unfortunate people who have been driven to 
the upper stories of their houses and are cut 
off from all ordinary sources of supplies. 
The imminent danger of death from 
starvation and cold has driven all 
thoughts of their water-soaked and ruined 
household goods from their minds. Along 
the streets where the water 1s deepest the 
relief boats are hailed at nearly every house 
by women and children begging for some- 
thing to eat, while on the river-front the in- 
mates of the tenements are reported to be 
‘‘wild with hunger.’”’ Fortunately, there is 
an abundance of supplies. Every bakery 
not under water is contributing with 
all its ovens to the stores of bread, 
and there is apparently no reason to 
fear the giving out of the meat supply. 
Considerable sums of money have been pri- 
vately subscribed, and the Legislature has 
authorized the city to borrow $100,000 for 
the relief of the sufferers. Half a dozen re- 
lief committees are engaged in the work of 
providing for their wants. One committee 
alone has means for the relief of 10,000 per- 
sons. It seems a trifle paradoxical that in a 
deluged city there should be any apprehen- 
sion of a scarcity of water, but the reservoir 
supply will not last more than five days, 
it is said, and the high water interferes with 
the working of the Holly apparatus. There 
is no probability, however, that the Ohio 
can maintain its present altitude for five 
days more. 

Of the fortunes of Louisville during the 
past 24 hours less is known, owing to an 
interruption of the usual telegraphic com- 
munication. The wires were working with 
difficulty late last night. It is certain, how- 
ever, that that city and all the river towns 
above and below it are undergoing afflic- 
tions similar to those of Cincinnati. The little 
city of Newport, Ky., just over the river from 
Cincinnati, is one-half under water. Our 
dispatch tells of the philosophic readiness 
with which those of its inhabitants who re- 
main in their homes adapt themselves to 
their peculiar situation. Fora day or two 
the novelty of living in garrets, going to 
market in skiffs, and filling the tea-kettle 
with water purchased of casual vendors who 
go about in boats may serve in some slight de- 
gree to alleviate the inevitable discomforts of 
confinement by deluge, but we have no doubt 
that even the most cheerful of the prisoners 
will join heartily in the prayers ordered to 
be offered up in the Catholic churches for 
the lifting of this sore tribulation. 

We observe that our contemporary, the 
Sun, places this flood in the category of 
evils which man brings upon himself by his 
recklessness and greed. ‘‘The reason for 
this calamity in the Ohio Valley,’’ it says, 
‘tis chiefly to be found in the destruction of 
the forests on the hills of Western New- 
York, Western Pennsylvania, and Western 
head-waters of 
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ure tends to produce early Spring freshets. 
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be remembered 
that this is not the first time the Ohio has 
shown an ambition to turn itself into an in- 
land sea. In 1832 there was a great flood, 
and the water then rose to the height of 63 
feet 3 inches at Cincinnati. At that remote 
time the population of the United States 
was but 14,000,000. New-York, Pennsyl- 
vania. Ohio. and the territory now called 
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West Virginia had less than 5,000,000 inhab- 
itants.- The steam saw mill was then un- 
known, and the ravages of the woodsman 
were just beginning. The hills through 
which wind the streams that feed the Ohio 
had practically the same protection they had 
always enjoyed while the noble red man 
wss their only visitor. Yet the river 
rose in that year to within a few inches of 
its present height. 

There is reason enough for the outcry 
against the indiscriminate destruction of 
forests, but we should have Spring floods 
just the same were there far less need for 
that warning. When the deep snows of 
Winter are subjected to the melting influ- 
ences of a heavy rain-fall continuing for 
days they will give way, trees or no trees, 
and as the frozen ground refuses to absorb 
the water it will find its way speedily 
into the brooks and rivers, and floods 
inevitably result. The water-shed which 
has contributed to the disaster at Cincinnati 
is not less than 125,000 square miles in area. 
It includes considerably more than half the 
whole basin drained by the Ohio. Starting at 
Pittsburg with the combined waters of the Al- 
legheny and Monongahela, the Ohio receives 
before it reaches Cincinnati the drainage of 
a country 465 miles in extent, measured by 
its own course, and its bed has a fall of more 
than 200 feet in- that distance. Under the 
pouring rains of the past ten days this vast 
tract has rid itself of an incalculable amount 
of water, which in Summer-time would have 
been to a considerable extent retained by 
the earth. But the presence of the primi- 
tive forests could have had but little effect 
in staying the deluge. 
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OUR COLNS. 

The effete monarchies have one advantage 
over us—they can put the effigies of their 
sovercigns on their coins. It would be pre- 
posterous for us to imitate this example by 
issuing an entirely new set of coins every 
four years bearing the likeness of a new 
President, and were any President to at- 
tempt to immortalize his features in connec- 
tion with the coinage he would be fairly 
driven out of the country by the ridicule 
which would be lavished upon him. In de- 
fault of anything else to place upon our 
coins we have attempted to embellish them 
with Goddesses of ;Liberty, Indian war- 
riors, flying eagles, and other objects, and 
have succeeded in producing the worst set 
of coins in use by any civilized nation. 

The Goddess of Liberty who appears on 
the half-dollars, quarter-dollars, and dimes, 
seated gracefully upon nothing, and hold- 
ing with one hand a night-cap ona stick 
and with the other 4 shield, probably had a 
few features when she was young, but at 
the present time she has none. There is a 
slight irregularity in her profile suggestive 
of a nose, but this is the only hint that she 
ever possessed either nose, eyes, or mouth 
which she affords us. Still, this peculiarity 
might be overlooked were it not for the 
fact that she possesses two right legs 
and no left leg whatever. Whether this 
is meant to show that American liberty is 4 
monstrosity, or whether it is intended to ac- 
count for the perpetual sitting position main- 
tained by the Goddess, there are no means 
of judging. There can, however, be no 
doubt that as a work of art the Goddess of 
Liberty is a failure. A goddess with defect- 
ive legs is unworthy the worship of any 
person of wsthetic tastes, and when the de- 
fect consists of a total absence of left leg 
and a preposterous quantity of right legs, it 
admits neither of defense nor palliation. 

The single heads that appear on certain 
other coins are no better than the full-length 
goddess. The best of them is the Indian of 
the copper cent. His expression has perhaps 
a little too much of the delicate refinement 
of the fashion-plate, but his back hair is 
certainly very powerful and impressive. 
Exception might be taken to the English 
legend which appears on his forehead—or 
rather temple—but as he is a heraldic and 
not a realistic Indian, the language of this 
legend is of little consequence. 

Certain other heads have been alleged by 
the authorities of the Mint to be nothing less 
than portraits of beautiful young ladies of 
Philadelphia. If this be true, the question 
arises, Why should Philadelphia alone have 
the honor of providing effigies for the coins 
of the whole country ? Has not Bostona 
right to have at least one coin decorated 
with the head of a Boston Goddess of Lib- 
erty, wearing spectacles and gazing intently 
upon a copy of EmErson’s essays? Can- 
not Chicago claim to have the full-length 
portrait of one of her fair daughters placed 
on, say, the fifty-cent piece, one of her shoes 
being exposed so that the sole could afford 
a place for the various inscriptions that are 
now placed oneither side of the coin? Is 
there any reason why Cincinnati should not 
demand her share of coinage honors, and in- 
sist that a full-grown and majestic pig should 
take the place of the Goddess of Liberty on 
at least one of our coins? As for New-York, 
she, of course, would claim nothing—partly 
from modesty and partly from unwilling- 
ness that a New-York girl should be libeled 
by the engraver who makes the dies for the 
Philadelphia Mint. 

This custom of placing the head of a 
Philadelphia girl on the national coins is 
not only unfair to other cities but it is gross- 
ly unfair to the Philadelphia girls. People 
who have seen the new five-cent coin with 
the alleged portrait of one of the most beau- 
tiful girls of Philadelphia mentally resolve 
never to visit that city, and are for the rest 
of their lives firmly convinced that Phila- 
girls are as plain as Philadelphia 
streets. This, as every man of experience | 
knows, is a grave mistake. The girls of 
Philadelphia are so irresistible that even 
BENJAMIN FRANKLIN fell in love with one 
before breakfast, and before he had been in 
the city twenty minutes. In all probability 
the Philadelphia beauty who sat for the five- 
cent piece isreally beautiful. In that case she 
must certainly be an orphan, without a 
brother, a lover, or even a male cousin—for 
in no other way can the fact be explained 
that the engraver who libeled her still

COMBINATIONS OF INTERESTS ON 
THE TARIFF. : 
DENUNCIATIONS OF THE NEGOTIATING TEN. 
DENCIES OF SENATORS—A CAUCUS THAT 
WAS NOT HARMONIOTS. ics 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Within three 
days the opposition tothe Senate Tariff bill 
exhibited by several Senators prior to the 
changes in the duties on iron and sugar bas 
been apparently withdrawn, and, to outward 


appearances, the bill is in a degree acceptable 
to most of the Republicans and a few ef the 
Democrats. The fact is, however—and it was 
made apparent to-day in a caucus of the Re 
publicans—that, after having increased th< 
auty on pig-irom, restored lumber - te 
the dutiable list and adopted the 
third sugar schedule presented by the 
Finance Committee, the Republicans 
are by no means so united in their determina- 
tion to support the bill on its passage as might 
be expected, or as appears on the floor. The 
caucus referred to was held before the session 
of the Senate, and was largely attended. Its 
purpose was to give the Senators an oppor- 
tunity to decide upon the course to be pur- 
sued in grder to finish the bill. It became ap- 
parent almost at the outset that the bill, as it 
now stands, is very unsatisfactory to the Sena- 
tors from New-York, New-Jersey, Ohio, and 
Pennsylvania, not only on account of 
the failure to get a duty of $672 
per ton upon pig-iron, but also because it is 
said that the entire metal schedule, as it now 
stands, isso unfavorable to the iron interests 
of those States and of the country as to be ruin- 
ous in its provisions. The impression con- 
veyed by the remarks of Senators who spoke 
for the iron men was that unless the rates 
in the bill were modified with proper re- 
gard for the welfare of the iron interest 
several Senators would feel constrained to 
“kick it over.” The probable action 


of the House was alluded to in the 
course of the meeting and several Senators ex- 
pressed the opinion that the House would 
dispute the right of the Senate to prepare a 
tariff bill, even as an amendment to a bill for 
revenue reduction originating in the Hotse. 
This led to the suggestion that the Senate 
should abandon the tariff provisions of its 
bill, finish the revenue bill and send that tc 
the House for its action. This suggestion was 
opposed by Mr. Morrill, and he was still in- 
sisting that the Senate should complete its 
bill, with all its provisions, when the caucus 
was brought to a close by the necessity for 
attending the meeting of the Senate. 

_ That'there is a strong feeling of dissatisfac- 
tion toward the bill and a consciousness on. the 
part of some Senators that many of the 
amendments made have not been reached io 
an altogether creditable way have been made 
evident by speeches on the floor. The talk 
about “ ins” and “ dickers” and ** trans- 
actions” has been open and refreshingly frank, 
we to-day. It began on Monday, 
when Mr. Jones criticised the “‘ punic faith” of 
the Finance Committee in its treatment of the 
sugar schedule. He alluded to a provision 
made privately by Mr. Aldrich to accept some 
amendments offered to suit the sugar refining 
interest, but which would not offend the Lou- 
isiana producers, gave what he called “‘ the 
true and unvarnished history of the transac- 
tion,” and demanded thai thereafter the com- 
mittee should not send forward one of its 
members to negotiate for an amicable arrange- 
ment when it was posed to make a crusade 
and open war if the amicable ‘arrange 
ments were not accepted. An explanation 
by Mr. Aldrich followed, and then the 
uncontrollable Mr. Van Wyck had his 
say, and said some things that have 
provoked other Senators to speak quite as 
plainly. He declared that it had been known 
for weeks in the Senate and in the coun 
tnat there had been ‘a negotiation.” Wit 
a grim humor that acquired foree from Mr. 
Van Wyck’s electric style of oratory, the Sena- 
be et oe —— — the commer 
cial term properly A negotia- 
tion had been going on ‘until they have thiy 
bill in the position which the protectionists oi 
this body desife.” He spoke of the bill 
of the Finance Committee as a scheme 
“to take money from the pockets of 
the people and put it into an overflowing treas- 
ury.” Ina vein of bold sarcasm he upheld the 
demand of Mr. Jonas for “fair play,” and 
with a thin veil of humor quoted the old adage 
about ‘* honor among thieves,” qualifying the 
statement by explaining that he used it in a 
Pickwickian sense. He endeavored to comfort 
the sugar men in the Senate with the assurance 
that the protectionists of the North-west 
would gratefully remember their support of 
the lumber tax. Mr. Logan's threat to vote 
for free salt was alluded to asa method of 
bringing in the support of the whisky vinegar 
men against the vinegar amendment, and the 
entire proceedings of the Senate on the tariff 
were ironically described as ‘‘ dignified legisla- 
lation” and seriously denounced as an attempi 
to trifle with the American people by a ‘*com- 
bination of interests.”

Gorman, of Maryland, and he made a speech 
that was gall and wormwood to his Demo- 
cratic associates, Without remorse and im 
self-protection he dragged out Mr. McPher- 
son for protecting the glass-blowers and 
potters, Mr. Voorhees for his care of 
the glass-makers of Indiana, Mr. Bayard 
for his attempt of last session te protect the 
watch manufacturers of Delaware, and even 
Mr. Vance, for his neglect to criticise the 
duties upon some of the articles which North 
Carolina produces in competition with a 
foreign market and which are taxed for North 
Carolina’s protection. Later on Mr. Brown 
and Mr. Beck quarreled over the whisky ques- 
tion, lugging that subject into the discussion of 
a proposition to agreee with the increase of 
the duty on bituminous coal from 50 to 75 
cents a ton. There was no lack of plain speak- 
ing, but a great lack of good temper. Mr.

A Republican Senator during the discussion 
to-day said in conversation that the composi- 
tion of the Finance Committeee was such that 
it could scarcely be expected that the public 
demand for a_ reduction of the tariff 
and internal revenue taxes could be sat- 
isfactorily done by it.

Voorhees and McPherson are strong protec- 
tionists. With Mr. Ferry absent, the protec- 
tionists have at all times a majority of the 
committee, Messrs. Allison, Republican, and 
Bayard, Beck, and Harris, Democrats, being 
the only members who could be relied upon to 
advocate the lower of two propositions upon 
which the committee might be asked to vote. 
Mr. David Davis is of the opinion that a tariff 
bill will be passed. It is said that when he met 
Mr. Voorhees to-day the ‘Tall Sycamore” 
asked the Illinois Senator what be thought the 

rospect was, adding that he believed a bill 
would not be passed. “I'll bet you a thou- 
sand a bill will be passed,” was the reply of 
Mr. Davis. “Not unless the House will take 
the Senate bill,” was Mr. Voorhees’s rejoinder.

The book had been printed, 
bound, and delivered, and they intended te acquire 
the glory thus within their reach, regardless of the 
newspapers and the State Treasury. For these 
$9,000 we do not know how many copies could be 
thus sent out—perhaps 30, perhaps 90—but there will 
at any rate be enough to supply the Courts of 
Europe, “ the East Indian kingdoms and empires,”’ 
and the South American States, for in the Assem- 
bly on Monday Mr. TownsEenp, of Oneida, intro- 
duced a bill authorizing the purchase of copies for 
those countries with the $9,000 already appropri- 
ated. In the present Legislature there must bea 
considerable number of men who have had no 
former experience of this job—wnho have not been 
photographed for it, and none of whose sensitive 
friends have been photographed for it. With them 
there is perhaps ground for reasonable hope that 
something may yet bedone. They scarcely know 
what conspieuous service they could do the public 
by helping to confine the circulation of these vol- 
umes exclusively within the country that bas had 
the misfortune to give them birth. One solid con- 
solation there will be, however, for New-Yorkers, 
ifthe book goss forth. It bears upon its title-page 
apparent evidence that New-York did not produce 
it, that it was produced in Boston!

Archbishop Lyncu, of Toronto, has just 
written another letter to the Canadian newspapers 
on the state of Ireland. The reverend gentleman 
says some hard words about the Irish landlords. 
If dumb animals were treated as human beings are 
in Ireland, he thinks that philanthropic societies 
would prosecute ‘‘the barbarous authors of such 
cruelties."”. Mr. GLapstone has done more to re- 
dress the wrongs of Ireland, the Archbishop says, 
than any other statesman of England, and the Pre- 
mier’s efferts to promote Irish emigration to 
Canada meet with his approval. The Archbishop 
asserts that the climate of Ireland and England has 
undergone a great change during the last half-cen- 
tury; there are more frequent rains than formerly; 
‘““ wheat is uncertain and potatoes more so, while 
apples whieh rivened in Ireland fifty years ago now 
shrivel on the trees.” The moisture of the earth 
rots the hoofs of the sheep, and there is not enough 
sunshine to dry the turf, “the fuel of the poer.” 
The Gulf Stream is the cause of these calamities, 
“The aroetic current is constantly pressing it in 
that direction. The arctic current, being cold, is 
heavier than the Gulf Stream, and underlies it in 
the shape of the roof of a house.” These facts the 
Archbishop has ascertained from a perusal of Com- 
modore Macry’sbook. The Gulf Stream, it will oc- 


lem. Archbishep Lyrncx suggests several remedies 
for afflictions of his country. Trees should be 
planted on waste lands. In pagan times Ireland 
was called the “forest island,” and the bogs and 
hills were covered with trees, andin recent years 
the Capuehin monks of Mount Mellery have made 
trees grow where fermerly the mountain heather 
alone flourished. If the Government would award 
lands only fit for tree-culture to the peasantry, and 
offer premiums for the planting of trees, he thinks 
thatin “twenty years Ireland would be supplied 
with fuel and the commencement of a commerce 
in timber.”’ Then the lakes and rivers should be 
stocked with fish “not for the exclusive rights of 
the rich landlords, but for the food of the peas- 
ants’; the vast estates of the nobility should be 
alvided into small farms; the lands should be 
drained by the Government, and “the women of 
Ireland ghould keep to their resolve neither te wear 
nor buy for themselves or their children anything 
that is not manufactured in Ireland.” Finally, 
shaking a warning forefinger at Queen Victoria 
and Parliament, the Archbishop exclaims that Eng- 
lishmen “must not suppose that their empire is 
everlasting,” for there may be yet “in the no dis- 
tant future mighty upheavings of the masses of the 
people, who, unfortunately, are becoming daily in- 
ocuiated with Socialistic principles.”

SPITEFUL WORK OF THE HOUSE 
COMMERCE COMMITTEE. 

[HE MEMBERS GET ANGRY AND DETERMINE 
TO DISREGARD NEARLY ALL OF SECRE- 
TARY LINCOLN’S RECOMMENDATIONS, 

WasninoTton, Feb. 14.—Before undertak- 

{ng the constructiov of a new river and harbor 

pill the House Committee on Commerce secured 

the adoption of a resolution of inquiry, directed 
tothe Secretary of War, asking for information 
npon several branches of the general subject. 

He was asked whether any of the money ap- 


propriated by the big bill which was passed at 
the last session had been ‘appropriated for 


work or objects that are not in the interest of, 
or do not benefit, commerce ‘and navigation, 
and 4f so to name such works or 
objects and the respective amounts so 
seppropriated;” also, whether any of 
the money was being used upon works of that 
kind. The response to this inquiry aroused 
the ire of the members of the committee, The 
Secretary replied that he had made a new and 
extended examination of the subject, and that 
it appeared to him “* that, in many instances, 
the results of substantial benefit to general 
commerce were so obscure and apparently in- 
significant as to vindicate the doubt indicated 
by the inquiry.” This was a nice touch of 
garcasm, for the members of the committee 
did not intend to indicate any doubt about the 
propriety of their appropriations, but expected 
© get the Secretary intoa corner. He sub- 
bnitted a list of the works which were seeming- 
ly ‘‘obscure and insignificant.” The commit- 
tee became angry and proceeded to construct 


another bill, which has been reported to the 
House. It contains appropriations for at least 
D4 of the works which the Secretary included 
in his list. This actian of the committee was 
taken in accordance with the empbatic ex- 
pressions frequently made by its members in 
disapproval of the Secretary's position. 

For improving and protecting the channels 
of the Sacramento and Feather Rivers, in 
California, $60,000 is appropriated. The Secre- 
tary made special reference to this work in his 
answer, showing that it was not desired that 
the money should be expended in protecting 
the rivers from the annual down-flow 
of 88,000,000 cubic yards of detritus 
caused by hydraulic mining, or the washing 
awav of gold-bearing gravel banks in the 
mcantains. The courts have tried to restrain 
the miners from destroying river channels, 
and in 1881 an act of the California Legisla- 
ture levying State taxes for the same 
work of protection was declared uncon- 
stitutional. The bill appropriates $5,000 
for continuing the improvément of the 
harbor of Port Clinton, Ohio; $6,000 was 
given last year. The Secretary showed that 
the amount of revenue collected in 1881 was 
$23, and in 1830 $37. Cheesequake Creek, New- 
Jersey, gets $7,000, having received $15,000 
last year. It is expected that about three 
miles of this creek can be dredged until the 
channel will be four feet deep. For about 
three-quarters of the distance, according to 
the Secretary, the channel was originally 
one foot deep. The money is to be 
used, also, in straightening the creek. 
For Matawan Creek, New-Jersey, $4,000 
is given, and $6,000 was given last year. 
The local engineer reports that the commerce 
is small, but it is expected that the improve- 
ment would benefit a large part of Monmouth 
County and cause manufacturers to settle 
there. _The mouth of Coquille River, Oregon, 

ets $7,000, and received $10,000 last year. 
the Secretary reported that the commerce 
was insignificant, there being no reported ex- 
ports or imports in 1881. Two small coasting 
schooners, he says. engage in the trade 
of that harbor. The produce of the val- 
ley has found a market through another 
harbor. The Chippews River, Wisconsin, 
was given $35,000 last year, and it receives 
$2,500 in this bill The Secretary savs: ‘* Ex- 
penditures for the improvement of navigation 
on the Chippewa, however, are mostly in the 
interest of the logging and lumber trade of 
that valley, and the work will largely consist 
in the removal of artificial obstructions, here- 
tofore created by these same interests; and, 
further, the improvement must be carried on 
in such a manner as to interfere with none of 
these interests. The artiScial obstructions are 
boom piers, sheer booms, dams, floating logs, 
and the refuse from saw mills. In one case a 
boom spans the entire width of the river. 
Floating logs are the greatest obstruction to 
steam-boat navigation.” 

The Choctawhatchee River, in Florida and 
Alabama, received $20,000 last year and is 

iven $10,000 in this bil. The Secretary says 
bat the engineer states ‘‘that there are from 
1,500 to 2,000 bales of cotton sold at Newton, 
which would probably represent the local 

roduct seeking transportation down the 
Shoctawhatchee were it improved.” In 
last vear's bill $4,000 was  appropri- 
gted for the Fousche Le Fevre River, in 
Arkansas. The committee gives $3,000 this 
ear. The Secretary reported as follows: 
‘Official reports state that this stream seems 
to be little more than a mountain torrent, and 
that it is not susceptible of an improvement 
admitting of a communication for stages ap- 
proximating low water. Thereis not sufficient 
water in the river to justify any attempt to 
fmprove its navigability at the low stages.”’ 
For the upper water passage between Deal’s 
Island wg the mainland on Darnes Quar- 
ter, Maryland, $5,000 was given last year, 
end the same amount appears in this 
bill. Of this project the Secretary said: ‘‘ The 
official reports state that the effect of the im- 
provement, besides giving protection to ves- 
tels at present engaged in oystering, would 
doubtless be to increase the number of vessels 
so employed, and also add materially to the 
production of the land, to the sales of mer- 
chandise, and in these ways to the benefit of 
commerce.” To furnish an outlet for the com- 
merce of Dublin, Ga., $5,000, was assigned last 
year to improve the Oconee River; $3,000 
more is given in this bill. Concerning last 
ear’s appropriation of $15,000 for Oconto 
Harbor iedonsin, the Secretary said: ‘‘ From 
the reports of the local engineers, it seems evi- 
dent that this improvement car have but little 
effect on the general commerce and navigation 
of the great lakes. The benefits to be derived 
are local in their character, and the object of 
the work is to assist the citizens to develop the 
material interests of the small town of 
Uconto.” The harbor gets $12,500 in the new 
bill. For South River, New-Jersey, the last 
bill gave $10,000, with the understanding that 
the entire work would cost $200,000. The new 
bill gives $10,000 more. Of this work the Sec- 
retary said: ‘‘ From thereport of the engineer 
in charge, the object of the improvement 
would appear to be to facilitate the transporta- 
tion of local produce, brick, molding-sand, and 
cord-wood. The amount of commerce to be 
benetited by the completion of the work is not 
stated.” Woodbridge Creek, New-Jersey, got 
$5,000 last year, and receives $1,000 this year. 
The Secretary came to the conclusion that the 
creek’s importance was derived from the clay 
banks near its course, that section having 
been called the most valuable clay region in 
the country. For Two Rivers Harbor, Wis- 
ronsin, $15,000 was given last year, to which 
63,000 is added in this vill. For Port Wash- 
ington Harbor, Wisconsin, the sum given last 
year was $17,000, to which $6,000 is added in 
the new bill. Of these two harbors the Secre- 
tary said: ‘The local engineer reports that 
Two Rivers Harbor is of noimportance to the 
pommerce of the lakes, its value being entire- 
ly local. The commercial statistics show a 
reat falling off in the tonnege entering this 
soning Since 1879 steamers have not 
run to or called atthis place. The local en- 
gineer reports that Port Washington has as 
ymall an amount of commerce as Two hivers.

All of the so-called improvements just men- 
tioned were included in the Secretary's black 
list. The committee have followed his advice 
upvn some of the items in the list, including 
Rancocus River, New-Jersey; Cedar River, 
Michigan, which could barely float saw-logs: 
Old Town Creek, Mississippi, all the water in 
which would pass through a box drain one 
foot square; Catoba River, Alabama, where 
$20,000 was appropriated last year to improve 
astream spanned by severai railroad bridges a 
few inches above the water, and other projects 
for which large sums were given by the last 
bill. The bill provides that the unexpended 
appropriations for the Harlem River Canal, 
amounting to $400,000, shall be covered into 
the Treasury.

THE SENATE PRESIDENCY. 
MUCH TALK ABOUT THE SITUATION —AN 
EXTRA SESSION NOT FAVORED. 
Wasnrineton, Feb. 14.—Attention having 
been directed to the renorted wishes of Mr. 
Mahone in regard to the future arrangement 
of the Senate committees, and the treatment 
of the Readjuster Senators in case of a re- 
organization, the effect has been to set the 
Senators on both sides of the Senate Chamber 
to talking about the matter. Among the 
Democrats there is a disposition to encourage 
the Republicans to get along without the help 


of Mr. Mahone in the elcction of a Presi- 
dent pro tem. One Democrat said to-day 
that he had good reasons for believing 
that causes and effects were being made on 
behalf of persons in this city who desire to 
have an extra session called and a presiding 
officer and an entirely new force of clerks ap- 
pointed for the Senate to prevent the passage 
in the House of the Presidential Succession 
bill already passed by the Senate. Should 
that bill pass, the necessity for eleeting a Pres- 
ident pro tem. as the apparent successor to the 
President in case of disability or inability to 
discharge the functions of his office would be 
removed. The bill is now on the Speak- 
er’s table and cannot easily be reached, 
except by a two-thirds vote in 
the Iast days of the session. A very well 
informed Republican Senator said to-day that 
there need be no concern about what the Sen- 
ate would do in this matter. He had heard 
something about the ambition of the Virginia 
Senator, but did not think there would be any 
necessity for making any bargain, with him 
even if the Republicans were so inclined, and 
he was not informed that they were. He was 
informed, however, that Mr. David Davis 
would resign his position as presiding officer 
just before the expiration of his term of office 
as Senator, in order to allow his successor to 
be elected. There should be no extra session, 
this Senator declared, and there would be no 
occasion for one, as there would be no attempt 
made until the beginning of the Forty-eighth 
Congress to rearrange the committees. The 
present force of clerks would also be allowed 
to remain until December, as it would be unjust 
as well as unnecessary to put in anew force 
who would have no opportunity to do awy- 
thing until Congress met. The Senator who 
furnished this information said he did not 
know of any Democrat who would assist, di- 
rectly or indirectly, to elect a Republican 
President pro tem., but he did not expect to 
see the Democrats offer any opposition to the 
choice of a Chairman who would fill the place 
fairly and creditably.

AUCTION SALE OF THE ACTOR’S COSTUMES, 
JEWELRY, CURIOS, &C. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 14.—At the sale of the 
late Edwin Forrest’s theatrical costumes and jew- 
elry to-day, the auctioneer held up what might 
have been mistaken for a short cotton chemise 
witn ared border and cried glibly, “How much 
am I offered for this handsome Roman sbirt ?”’ 
“Fifty cents,” timidly suggested a spectator. 
** Seventy-five cents,” suggested another, and so, 
25 cents at a time, the amount slowly grew to $1 75, 


at which the garment was knocked down. This was 
the beginning of a sale which realized about $3,500 
for the benefit of the Forrest Home. More than 
200 lots were disposed of. Half a dozen of the 
costumes were rich and characteristic, but the 
others were seedy. An agent of Thomas W. 
Keene, the actor, bougkt all of the best and many 
of the other dresses. There were but few actors 
present, and the bidding was dull and spiritless 
until the scere of curiosity-hunters in attendance 
began making play for possession of the swords, 
shields, and daggers. Three Roman togas sold for 
$1 75 each, a ‘“‘Broker of Bogota’ dress for 
$1 50.and a Jewish gaberdine for $175. Tights 
brought from 40 to 70 centsa pair.

I wantto see the Mediterranean, 
Italy, Greece, Egypt, India, and all the countries 
of ancient civilization.” 

“Have you any other places in view in particu- 
lar?’ 

“Yes, China and Japan. Ithink I shall go to 
Australia, too. I have been through Evgiand and 
Scotland.” 

“ Where shall you spend your second Winter *” 

“That is the time! shall visit India. Itis too 
hotinthe Summer. There isa great deal to be 
seen in India, ineluding the remains of its civiliza- 
tion. There are two places not down on my list.” 

“ And those are what ones, Mr. Gould ?” 

*“ One,” said Mr. Gould very seriously, “ is the in- 
terior of Africa and the otheristhe north pole. 
I have concluded to accept Stanley’s observations 
on Africa, and I can find enough to satisfy mo 
about the north pole in the books that have been 
written on it.” 

**You seem to take a deep interest in antiquities, 
Mr. Gould.” 

“IT do; a great interest." There was a merry 
twinkle in Mr. Gould’s eyeas he added: “I ex- 
pect to see a great many countries where the peo- 
ple are not persecuted with railroads and telegraph 
lines, and are supremely happy.” . 

* “By what methods shall you travel inland?’ 

“When Iam inthe lands of the ancients,” con- 
tinued Mr. Gould, seriously, “I shall do as the an- 
cients did. I shall use dromedaries and elephants 
in their native countries. I expect to travel 
through India with a pair of big elephants.”’ 

“Have you any plan to bring away with you a 
curiosity in the shape of a white elephant,’ ven- 
tured Mr. Gould’s caller. 

“TI micht, perhaps, personify one myself,” said 
Mr. Gould with a smile. 

** What will be the size and speed of your yacht.” 

“ The length will be 230 feet and the speed from 
16to 18 knotsan hour. I donot knew what it will 
cost. It is like furnishing a house. You never 
know what the expense will be. The yacht will 
take about 20 beside the crew. Who the company 
will include has not been determined. My entire 
family will go.” 

* What effeet do you suppose your leaving will 
have on the market? A panic and all sorts of 
things are predicted." 

“Not the slightest effect,’’ replied Mr. Gould, 
quickly. ‘“‘Ihave not been an active operator in 
stocks for two years. I am interested in certain 
corporations, and am content with those.’ 

“Shall you take any active interest in the mar- 
ket or business affairs while on your trip?” 

“J do not propose to think of business while I 
an away. I have put things in snug shape so that 
they will run along smeotbiy until my return.” 

“Ts it ill-health, Mr. Gould, that induces you to 
gO away ?”” 

“Oh, no; my health is good.” 

**Have you any idea of retiring permanently 
from Wall-street?” 

“Tam going to try alittle play. I aid not have 
an opportunity when I was young, and I must do 
my playing later in life. If Il like it I may keep it 
up. Iam like the Scotchman who came to this 
country. He was asked where he was going and 
he said to Verment. The inquiry was made as to 
what he was going to do there, and ke replied: ‘I 
am going to make maple sugar this Spring, and if 
I find it profitable I am going to follow it up the 
year round.’ Ihave always been taking about 


retiring from active business life, but I have never 
been able to do it.” 

“Mr. Gould, what impelled you to make a trip 
around the world?” 

“ Simply the desire for a play-spell which I have 
long been thinking of.’’ 

** And the reason you are to have a craft of your 
own, I suppose, is because you think that will be 
the pleasantest way of making the tour.” 

**Well, with my own yacht [ can go whither I 
please and asI please. For instance, if 1 want to 
stop at Cyprus to dig for antiquities I can stay 
there a year if it takes that leneth of time to un- 
earth something.” 

** Woncer has been expressed that you do not 
take to fast horses, like Mr. William H. Vander- 
bilt.”’ 

“ Every one has his special tastes. Mr. Vander- 
bilt bas cultivated a love fer fast horses because 
they give him pleasure and health. I, too, likea 
good herse, but Ido not darry the liking to ex- 
tremes. I find pleasure in other ways. I try to 
enjoy my business. I enjoy my home and my 
family the bestof anything in the world. I think 
I have my share of the pleasant things in this 
world. I receive a great many kicks and cuffs, but 
they make the sweets the sweeter.” 

** You are about to take a trip to the South-west, 
are you not?” 

* Yes, but I am called as a witness in the elevat- 
ed railway suits, and I eannot tell when I shall 
start. I may go as far westas California. It will 
be one of my regular business trips, which general- 
ly takes about a month. I have no projects or 
plans in connection with the trip. I like to go out 
once or twice a year and see the towns springing 
up. They grow faster than they doin the long- 
settled regions. Six months often make great 
changes. Iam very well pleased with the South- 
western system. It has gone ahead of my expec- 
tations in the developmeat of the country and the 
financial results that come from it. I do not think 
there is a railroad in the country that will make as 
fine a showing in earnings as the Missouri Paeific 
for the past year.”’ 

** What about the story,’’ Mr. Gould, “ that you 
propose ‘ getting out of’ Western Union?”’ 

“My interest in Western Union is simply as an 
investment. [never had an important voice in its 
control. Ex-Gov. E. D. Morgan, Augustus Schell, 
Dr. Norvim Green, and Harrison Durkee have long 
been the controlling spirits of Western Union. I 
propose to keep my interest init. Ex-Gov. Mor- 
gan, who died to-day, was the second stockholder 
init. He told me Saturday, the last day that he 
was down town, that it was the soundest invest- 
ment he could think of. I was much saddened by 
the news of his death.” 

“There is another story that you contemplate 
taking control of Union Pacific again?” 

“Tam a Director of the Union Pacific and I have 
a moderate interest in it, which I do not exnect to 

art with. The gentlemen who are managing 

Tnion Pacific, Messrs. Dillon, Ames, and Atkins, 
are among the soundest practical business men we 
have, and I can suggest no improvement."’ 

“ How do you regard the market?” 

“The eutlook is good so far as the business of 
the country is concerned. The exports are larger 
than the imports, and the balance of trade is run- 
ning largely in our favor, and likely to increase 
during the coming Summer. The changes in the 
tariff and the effect on the commercial and manu- 
facturing interests are unsettling. The action of 
the State Legislature adds something to this feel- 
ing, but it isonlya ripple. The country will go 
on and keep growing.” 

**Do you fear disaster?” 

‘*No, Ido not. The country is too rich. Ido 
not think there will be enough securities made in 
the next 12 months to supply the regular bome de- 
mand. There are now less of the dividend-paying 
stocks in Wall-street than I have ever known be- 
fore. The seourities are held forinvestment. The 
Government has been calling in its bonds and that 
money has gone into dividend-paying stocks and 
bonds.”’ ' 

**How do you look upon American securities?” 

“I regard them as the best we have.” 

“And American railroads?” : 

“The American railroads are equal to the best 
roada in Europe, both in respect to equipment and 
superstructure, and are built at less cost.” 

* Do you think there is an excess of railroads?” 

“| think a percentags of the pew roads are use- 
Jess, Competing parallel roads are a waste of cap- 
ital. The majority of the roads, however, are 
and will pay.”

THE FIRES AT RED BANK. 

Rep Bank, N. J., Feb. 14.—Exaggerated re- 
ports were sent to the New-York papers regarding 
the fires that occurred here on Saturdaynight. In- 
stead of losses exceeding $50,000, as reported, 
$8.000 will cover the losses. No intelligent per- 
son believes that the fires on Saturday 
night were the work of “fire-bugs.’’ The 
action of the Commissioners in giving credence to 
such stories, and offering $1,000 reward for im- 
aginary *‘ fire-bugs’’ is much criticised by the pub- 
lic, This action of the town authorities has 
caused a stampede among the insurance compa- 
nies, who either have raised risks or have can- 
eceled outstanding policies. Since Jan. 1, 1880, five 
fires have destroyed $1,000,000 worth of property. 
The Fire Department have only hand engines, and 
depend upon the riverand cisterns to obtain wa- 
ter. Tbe insurance companies have insisted upon 
the erection of water-works, but after repeated 
efforts ne progress was made in that direction.

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SMUGGLING BY RICH ME} 


CONSTERNATION AMONG THE ST. 
LOUIS ARISTOCRACY. 

A JEWELRY FIRM MULCTED IN $7,000— 
WARDROBES OF LADIES EXAMINED— 
ALLEGED BRIBERY IN NEW-YORK. 

St. Louis, Feb. 14.—Under the heading, 
“* Genteel Smuggling,” one of the morning papers 
here published an interesting account ef the suc- 
cessful work of two officers of the Treasury De- 
partment in unearthing frauds upon the Customs by 
& leading business house of this city and by sundry 
members of wealthy and aristocratic St. Louis 
families. Nonames were given in the article and 
many of the facts were suppressed, but these in- | 
teresting details will be published to-morrow by a 
newspaper whose reporters have worked up the 
case thoroughly and who are in _ possession 
of all the .facts. The firm in question is 
the jewelry house of Eugene Jaccard & Co. 
One of the members of the firm, Eugene Cuendet, 
travels to Europe, and makes purchases there for 
the house, coming while in Europe, as do all pur- 
chasers of valuable goods abroad, under the super- 
vision of the representatives there of the United 
States Treasury Department, whose duty is to ex- 
ercise an espionage over such travelers, and to re- 
port the nature and extent of their purchases to 
the department. Cuendet was abroad last Sum- 
mer and returned in October, and, a month later, 
was suddenly summoned to New-York to meet 
a charge of smuggling, preferred against him by 
‘the Customs authorities there. The newspaper 
states that the latter were bribed by Cuenadet. 
Whether this is true or not, the fact remains that | 
the New-York Customs officers, after an alleged in- 
vestigation of the case, came to the conclusion 
that there was not enough in it to warrant their 
proceeding further, and dropped the investigation. 

It is said, however, that Secretary Folger was in- 
formed of the occurrence, and that it was by his 
order that two Special Agents of the Chicago Cus- 
tom-house, Thomas H. Keefe and John Douglas, 
came to this city about three weeks ago and re 
sumed the investigation. They were supplied 
with certain important faots which had already 
been gathered by Charies M. Brackett, and upon 
these they worked so successfully that last Satur 
day they visited Mr. Cuendet at his establishment, 
announced their occupation, and informed him 
that it was known to the Government that he had, 
on his return to Europe, bought a quantity of 
goods, chiefly set and unset diamonds, upon which 
he had paid no duty. Mr. Cuendet at first was in- 
dignant, but the inspectors went into de- 
tails, and when they went so far as 
to select from the jeweler’s stock certain 
mounted diamonds, which they assured him no 
other dealer in the country, except Tiffany, of 
New-York, had imported and paid duty on, the 
merchant threw up both hands and confessed his 
guilt. He made no defense, but admitted the 
smuggling, and excused it on the ground that he 
evaded the duty to an amount which would cover 
the expense of his trip abroad—about $700. The 
articles had been brought over as merchandise 
and had been hurried into the store as stock. They 
consisted mostly of diamonds mounted with 
little dog's heads, which proved popular as 


soon as they were exposed to the pub- 
lic gaze, and sold rapidly at a fine profit to 
ewelers. The total cost of the smuggled goods in 
aris was 18,000f., and the inspectors hgured that 
the dutv evaded amounted to $600, They added up 
a column of penalties and costs, and informed 
Cuendet that he owed the Government about 
7,000. Cuendet offered to draw a check for the 
amount, but the Inspectors decided to delay a day, 
and on Monday afternoon in Collector of Customs 
Whitney’s office, in the presence of the Collector, 
District Attorney Bliss, and Inspector Thomas 
Keefe, Cuendet handed over his check for that 
amount, which was turned into the Sub-Treasury. 

This was only one of a number of cases investi- 
gated. Inquiries were not limited to merchants. 
The Inspectors’ duties took them among wealthy 
and aristocratic St. Louisans who went abroad last 
year. In several cases ladies’ wardrobes were 
overhauled, and in one Instance two dresses pur- 
chased in Paris for the young bride of Mr. Charles | 
Greeley, one of the wealthiest young men of this 
city, who married a daughter of Mr. Arnold, of 
Arnold, Constable & Co., of New-York, were sub- 
jects of scrutiny, but were allowed to pass 
unchallenged, the husband satisfying the In- 
Spectors that the information as to his 
wife's purchases abroad had been exaggerated. 
The Inspectors were yery anxious to fina Miss Cora 
Baker, a leading belle here, and a protégé of lke 
Cook, the California champagne manufacturer. but 
her absence from the city made it impossible to 
complete the examination in her case. If reports 
be true she spent her money with such discrimina- 
tion in European capitals that the duty which ske 
evaded was an amount equa! to the expenses of the 
trip. The Inspectors were more successful in in- 
vestigating the case of the wife of Rolla Billings- 
ley, a member of the commissien house of Billings- 
ley & Allanson, one of the wealthiest firms 
doing business on ‘Change. In this caso the 
goods were examined at the Southern Hotel, 
where Billingsley and his wife reside, by the In 
8pectors, whe established clearly the fact that 
duties had been evaded, but acknowledged that 
they believed the lady had no intention of defraud- 
ing the Government. At the same time, there was 
no getting over the fact that a violation of tre 
law had been committed, and Mr. Billingsley had 
to give his check for $1,000 to square matters with 
the Government. |

NEW-JERSEY LAW-MARERS.

A DEFEAT FOR THE LIQUOR MEN—FOUR 
CHARTERS IN THE LEGISLATURE 
TRENTON, Feb. 14.—Charter-making and the | 
liquor interests have engaged the attention of the 
Legislature to-day. The passage by the Senate, 
practically without opposition, of the constitu- 
tional amendment against the sale of liquors has 
roused the liquor men to action, and they at- 
tempted to get in some fine work in the House to- 
day by asking for the withdrawal of the amend- 
ment from the hands of the Judiciary Committee, 
to which it had been referred, and for its reference 
toa special committee, to be designated by the 
Chair. The House refused, however, to consent to 


the change, and the vote is accepted as an indica- 
tion that the amendment may go throuch the 
House as easily as it passed the Senate. Itis nota 
specially dangerous piece of legislation, because it 
only provides for the submission of the question of 
prohibition to a yote of the people. A much more 
dangerous bill is that proposed by Parsons, of Es- 
sex, which fixes exclusive fees for tavern and saloon 
licenses, and requires the rum-seller te give heavy | 
bonds for the preservation of the peace. This was | 
called up in the House this morning, and the liquor 
interests fought the effort of its friends to have it 
roade the special order for next Tuesday, but suf- 
fered a second defeat, which they evidently did 
not relish. 

An important piece of legislation was put 
through the Senate to-day without very much 
friction. Itis the constitutional amendment pro- 
posed by Mr. Vail, whieh cuts railroads out of the 
benefit of future legislation unless they shall first 
surrender their exclusive exemptions. Itistheone 
scheme devised to bring the railroads to terms that 
looks practival, but there is serious question of its 
efficacy after all. At tho same time it isa move 
in the right direction, and may be productive of 
some good hereafter. Other propositions to amend 
the State Constitution did net fare so well. Ho- 
bart’s amendment providing for biennial sessions | 
of the Legislature and Haven’s scheme to compel | 
the Governor to make asecond nomination, when | 





the Senate has refused to confirm his first, were | 
reached in their places on the calendar and were 
both defeated. 

A general Board of Education bill, providing for | 
the appointment of members by the Mayor, was 
reported adversely in the House. Mr. Cole, of | 
Jersey City, who is anxious to improve the kind of 
men that find their way into the Jersey City Board 
of Education by making the board appointive, | 
asked that the bill be recommitted, and the House 
so ordered.

The whole number of new patients treated for the 
quarter ending Jan. 31, 1883, was 1,721, of which num- 
ber 44 were in-patients. Professional services were 
rendered 4,469 continued patients, (2,583 males and 
1,886 females,) who called at the hospital, and 30 visits 
were made at the dwellings of those unable to attend 
the office. Twenty-five surgical operations were per- 
formed for the relief of club-foot, all of which were 
attended by the most satisfactory results. The whols 
number of 1n-patients treated was 213.

IN THE ASSEMBLY. 

HE CATHOLIC PROTECTORY AGAIN ASKING 
ALMS THROUGH ERASTUS BROOKS— 
‘EULOGIES OF EDWIN D. MORGAN. 

Appany, Feb. 14.—The death of ex-Gov. 

Edwin D. Morgan was formally announced to the 

Assembly by Speaker Chapin this afternoon. In 

moving for recognition of the fact by an immediate 

adjournment, Erastus Brooks, of Richmond, spoke 
in .eulogistic language of the character of 

Mr. Morgan, of his liberality, ana his long 

public services. When he first became aoc- 

quainted witn Mr. Morgan, he said, that 
gentleman was the presiding officer of the Board 
of Aldermen of the City of New-York. It was his 
privilege to tender him, in behalf of the conven- 
tion, the nomination for State Senator, an office in 
which he distinguished himself by his ability, his 
intelligence, and his integrity. As President pro 
tem. of that body, as chief magistrate of this State, 
and as Senator of the United States, he brought 
into use all those characteristics which attract the 
faverable criticism of the public generally. Waiter 

Howe, in whose district in New-York ex-Gov. 

Morgan had lived many years, moved that a com- 

mittee of five, with Mr. Brooks as Chairman, be 


appointed to draft suitable resolutions, and that 
they be made the subject of consideration next 
Monday night. Yhe motion was adopted unani- 
mously by a rising vote, and the House ad- 
journe:. 

The greater part of the day's session was occu- 
pied in the third reading of bills and other routine 
matters. The twin brother of that other Catholic 
measure, the Grady Freedom of Worship bill, ar- 
rived. and was presented to the Assembly by 

Brooks. It came in the form of a petition 
begging the appropriation of $50,000 for the New- 
York Catholic Protectory. This is, like the Wor- 
Bhip dill, an annual visitor. The Catholics of the 
State made a terrible outcry because the appro- 
priation was not granted jast year; and last Fall, 
When many of the members of the House were 
running, they were compelled to pledge them- 
selves to the support of these two measures in 
order to insure their election A Democratic 
Legislature and Executive will be relied upon this 
year to secure the appropriation and make the 
Grady bill a law. Thelasn will be plied vigor- 
ously, and the talk of damning men politi- 
cally will be heard from now until 
these two schemes are driven through. 
The Hamilton bill, requiring the Superintendent of 
State Prisons to inearcerate only one convict in a 
Bingle cell, was passed, and now goes to the Senate. 
Itisasserted that Sing Siog is over-crowded, and 
that Auburn has enough vacant cells to accommo- 
ate the surplus. The bill prohibiting the Emigra- 
tion Commissioners from receiving the unexpended 
baiance of last rear’s appropriation was also 
prmes. Messrs. House ard Van Allen spoke against 
t,and Erastus Brooks forit. ‘rhe vote was 60 to 
®3.° Nearly every Repubiican on the floor was re- 
vordeda nstit. The Excise bill, revamped by 
the New-York and Brooklyn members, has been 
made the special order for to-morrow night. 
Among the bills reported favorably to-day was that 
of J. W. Brooks, prohibiting the levying of political 
kstessments on public employes. Only a few bills 
Were introduced, among them that of ‘Tim’ 
Campbell authorizing the Manhattan Refuse Com- 
pany, of New-York, te remeve refuse.

WORK IN THE SENATE. 
A MEASURE OF INTEREST TO CORPORATIONS 
—THE TENEMENT-HOUSE CIGAR BILL. 
ALBANY, Feb. 14.—The Senate ordered toa 
Jdbird reading, atter a brief discussion, a bill of con- 
siderable interest to corporations and joint stock 
associations to be hereafter created. It was in- 
troduced by Senator Thomas, and the first seetion 


provides that “no stock or interest in any cor- 
serene or joint stock associatior, now or 

ereafter organized under tbe laws of this 
State since the year 1828, shall be sold, assigned, 
transferred, issued, or vested in any person whom- 
soever untilsuch corporation or association shail 
have received the par value of the same in money.”’ 

Mr. Jacobs suggested that the bill was iil-con- 
sidered and unwise, and in its practical workings 
might be productive of serious evils without any 
corresponding public benefit; but it was allowed to 
gore a third reading without much discussion. Tne 

illto prevent the manufacture of cigars in tene- 
ment-houses, or in apartments occupied as dwell- 
ings was also ordered to a third reading without 
opposition. Mr, Covert made a statement that 
several] authentic cases had occurred of serious dis- 
eases having been communicated to smokers of 
tenement-house made cigars, and the cigar-smoking 
Senators, who comprise a large majority of the 32, 
immediately gave thair adhesion tothe bill, in epite 
of the certifieate of tne Board of Health that there

This was refused, but the bill was 
made a special order for to-morrow morning. The 
same committee asked to be discharged from fur- 
ther consideration of a bill requiring the Utica and 
Black River Railroad Company to establish a uni- 
form rate of fare on its road not to exeeed 3 cents 
per mile, and that the same be referred to the Rail- 
Toad Commission to isvestigate its merits and re- 
port in 20 days. The request of the committee was 

ranted, and this is the first business that will be 

rought before the new commission. 

Mr. Lord introduced a bili to repeal the law 
passed last year which prohibits foreign insurance 
corspanies from publishing statements of their 
ussets and financial condition outside of their 
securities in this State. On motion of Senator 
Lyude the State Engineer was requested to report 
the number of acres of land owned by the State,

FIRE AT THE UNION LEAGUE CLUB. 


FLAMES IN THE LAUNDRY DOING DAMAGE 
ESTIMATED AT $2,500. 

Fire broke out about 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon in the laundry of the Union League 
Club-house, Thirty-ninth-street and Fifth-avenue, 
and, although in 10 minutes the flames had been 
extinguished, damage to the amount of $2,500 had 
been done. The Jaundry is on the sixth floor of 
en annex to the north of the building, at the base 
of which is the grand staircase. It consisted of 
three small rooms just west of the servants’ stair- 
case and the east elevator, and was immediately 


over the kitchen. The room furthest west was the 
drying room, in which was a steam radiator and 
clothes horses. The room east of this was 
the ironing-room, and that next to it the 
washing-room. The maehinery and fittings 
cost about $3,000. When the fire was 
discovered, the housekeeper, seven laundresses, 
and three or four chamber-maids were in the 
laundry. There was no fire being made iu any 
part of it. The steam-heatinge apparatus was out 
of order in the morning, so that little work could 
be done. Two steam-ftitters were employed, and 
about 3:30 o'clock they went away, and the Jaun- 
dresses hurried with their work, as they were be- 
bind hand owing to the accident. A few min- 
utes before 4 o'clock one of the steam-fitters came 
back and remained inthe drying-reom afew mo- 
ments. 

Soon after he had gone away the housekeeper 
found the second bar of the wooden clotbes- 
horse in the drying-room on fire. Sending word 
to the Superintendent of the club, she threw a 
pail of water on the fire and it appeared 
to go out, but blazed again in another part 
of the horse out of her reach. By this time 
employesof the club were mounting the servants’ 
stairs and the east elevator with six fire extinquish- 
ers. Three of these were useless, but the others 
served to keep the fire in check. The members of 
the club first knew of the fire when a boy in Fifth- 
avenue threw a snowball at a window of the 
reading-room at which Mr. C. F. Hardy wasseated, 
and shouted “Fire,” pointing upward. Mr. 
Hardy and Mr. James Otis saw from the windows 
of the reading-room a cloud of smoke coming 
from the upper part of the club-house. Mr. Otis 
ran to the street and sent out an alarm from the 
signal box near the club-house, and, with several 
members of the club, went up stairs and prepared 
to help the firemen, who soon arrived. The hose 
could not be quickly stretched on account of the 
height of the building and the trouble in taking it 
up the winding servants’ staircase and hauling it 
up the Thirty-ninth-street side of the building, but 
Engine Company No. 21 had a stream on just as 
Aldeman Charles B. Wuite dashed up in .a coupé, 
and Capt. Williams came at a double quick with 
the reserves cf the T'wenty-ninth Precinct. Tho 
fire was out two minutes after the firemen threw 
water on it. 

The laundry was fire-proof. the walls being of 
stone and the ceiling and floor of brick, but fire 
crept up the casings of the scutties and worked 
under the tin roof, which had to be cut away. 
Much water was used in “ washing down.” and 
this poured in acataract down the east elevator 
aud the servants’ staircase. The drying-room was 
completely gutted. and the cement voating of 
the walls split and feil off. The gearing in the 
ironing-room was damaged, and a little fire got in- 
to the washing-room. ‘The servants’ dining- 
rooms, on the same floor as the  laun- 
dry, were flooded. A few gallons of 
water leaked into the kitchen on the floor below, 
but none got into the pantry on the next floor, al- 
though there was a pool of waterinthe entry be- 
tween the pantry and the main dining-room. The 
carpet onthe grand staircase landing outside the 
dining-room was slightly damaged, although cov- 
ered with water-proofs by the Fire Insurance Pa- 
trol. A little water leaked into the alceve dining- 
room, near the fire-plaee,on the floor above the 
library. No water reached the library floor, ex- 
cept where it went down the servants’ staircase 
and east elevator. In the basement and cellar 
the water from above deluged the wine cellar 
and carpenter's shop, but did little if any 
damage. The loss by the fire is about 
$1,000 on laundry fixtures, $400 on club linen, $300 
on the building, and $200 on carpets and furniture. 
The members of the club knew how the building 
was constructed, and were more annoyed than 
alarmed. Many on ascertaining where the fire was 
and that it was under control, returned to the 
billiard-room, reading-room, and library. Others 
watched the firemen, and some went up tothe 
laundry and got wet and smoke-begrimed. C. C. 
Wiley, the engineer on cuty; J. M. Barden, the 
carpenter. and Edwin Perry, the man on duty in 
the freight elevator, were warmly praised for their 
efforts to put out the fire with the extinguishers. 
At 5:30 o’clock hardly any trace of the fire could 
be seen in the club building. The Superintendent 
will investigate the origin of the fire. 


A BOLD STREET ROBBERY. 
<ammndneeiabaiias 
A CASH-BOX STOLEN, EVEN AFTER SUSPI- 
CION HAD BEEN AROUSED. 

Tuesday evening two footpads waylaid Gus- 
tave Ullmann, 16 years old, employed by Adolph 
Goldschmidt, a money broker, of No. 59 Green- 
wich-street, and took from him and escaped with 
a cash-box in which were $1,500 in American and 
foreign coins and German paper money. The rob- 
bery could not have occurred had Goldsebmidt fol- 
lowed the instructions of Capt. Berghold, of the 
Twenty-seventh Precinct. Five weeks ago he re- 
ported at the Church-street station house that he 
suspected that several men who lounged about his 
place at the time he closed up designed to rob his 


boy, who took a cash-box every business day to be 
paced for safe-keeping in Emanuel Mendelsohn’s 
safe, at No. 90 Greenwich-street. Detective Fee- 
ney, of the Twenty-seventh Precinct, watched for 
the men after Goldschmidt had made his report. 
but they kept out of the way. Goldschmidt was 
advised to follow his boy when he took the cash- 
box to Mendelsohn’s and when he took it away in 
the morning, and to attach to ita steel chain, one 
end of which should be tastened around the boy’s 
body. Ullmann was consulted, and he said that 
the chain was not necessary, as. if attacked, he 
would cling to the box as long as he was able. 

Goldschmidt, who is near-sighted, followea his 
boy on Tuesday evening. The boy left the broker's 
office at about 5 o'clock, and waiked on the west 
side of Greenwich-street. Mr. Goldschmidt walked 
on the other side. Although it was quite light, 
Goldschmidt’s infirmity rendered him almost use- 
less in an emergeacy. It wasnot until a man 
sprang on the boy from behind an elevated rail- 
way pillar,two doors from Mendelsohn’s office, 
that he noticed anything suspicious. Gold- 
schmidt erossed the street as a confederate 
of the first robber wrencheda the cash-box from 
Ulimann's grasp, while the other held his hands 
over his eyes and mouth. As Goldschmidt reached 
the curb on the west side of the street he was 
tripped up by a third man and he fell heavily ona 
snow mound, breaking his eye-giasses. When he 
arose he saw two men running toward Kector- 
street, followed by Ullmann, and as he started to 
follow them a fourth man tripped him and he fell 
a sesond time, and could only limp until he met 
Ullmann, who said he had lost sight of the thieves 
in Washington-street. The robbery must have 
been seen by several persons, but no one ren- 
dered any service. After Ullmann had abandoned 
the pursuit Mrs. William Young, wko keeps 4 gro- 
cery store at No. 101 Washington-street, saw two 
young men, who wore beaver overcoats and dark 
felt hats, walk briskly toward Albany-street. One 
of them had a cash-box under his arm, and they 
passed a Police officer, who apparently took no 
notice of them. When they reached Albany-street 
they turned in the direction of Broadway. Capt. 
Berghoid says he has only a poor description of 
the thieves.

TREASURER VANDERPOEL RESIGNS 
THE DOCK COMMISSIONERS CONSIDER HIS AN- 
SWER INSUFFICIENT. 

At the meeting of the Dock Commisstoners 
yesterday the Treasurer, Jacob Vanderpoel, handed 
tothe Secretary a document which he wished to 
have read. In this paper, after stating that he had 
been Treasurer of the board for nearly six years, 
he said: ‘During thetime of my incumbency of 
this office it has been my misfortune that two book- 
keepers have misappropriated funds belonging to 
the department.’”’ Both, he continued, were men 
of excellent reputation, and had been highly rec- 
ommended. Mr. Vanderpoel had made good the large 
amount in the first instance and then had asked 
leave to resign, but had been refused. He finally 
consented to retain the office oply on condition 
that he should be required to make a detailed 


statement every week of all receipts and ex- 
penditures. This was required by the board, and 
everything had gone well until the present trouble 
with Mr. Whitney. Mr. Vanderpoo! then gave in 
his paper a detailed account of latest defalcations, 
adding: “I immediately, from my own funds, 
made good this amount, as you all know. It is 
true that subsequently the family of the book- 
keeper reimbursed me, but my original action was 
taken without knowing whether this would ever 
be done or not, and had no reference to sucha con- 
sideration. Ido not think, ror dol believe that 
any just-minded man will think, that my liability 
to censure by reason of the foreging facts is any 

reater than that of any of my colleagues. We all 

new equally that this particular class of revenue 
was being daily received; we knew that it was 
treated in the manner above described. I confess 
that too long a time had been allowed before de- 
positing this revenue. It was longer than I was 
uware of. But my weekly reports, received and 
acted on by the board, disclosed the fact that for 
that whole period a class of revenue which, within 
the knowledge of each member of the board, was 
being daily received had not been reported or de 
posited. * * * The City has suffered nothiaog, 
nor would it ever suffer anything, while I was 
Treasurer, for any delinquency of any subordinate 
that even the most captious might hold me re- 
sponsible for if my private fortune was adequate 
topreventit. But the office of Treasurer toone who 
hoids such views isa serious burden, destructive to 
all peace of mind.” 

Mr. Vanderpoel concluded by tendering his resig- 
tion of the office, and asking the board to consider 
the communication as an answer to the resolution 
ot Monday calling upon him for an explenation. 
Commissioner Voorhis moved that the resignation 
be accepted and the communication be entered in 
full in the minutes and placed on file. The motion 
was earried, and then Mr. Laimbeer moved to send 
acopy tothe Mayor. This motion was also car- 
ried. Mr. Voorhis next offered a resolution that 
the answer was evasive, and not what was 
called for by the resolution of Monday. At 
Mr. Laimbeer’s sugzestion, the word “in- 
sufficient’ was substituted for “evasive,” 
after which the resolution was passed. 
Mr. Vanderpoel’s vote on this resolution was an 
emphatic **No.” In the short debate on the reso- 
jution Mr. Voorbis said: ‘Unfortunately the 
weekly reports of the Treasurer were sworn to as 
correct.” “I beg your pardon,” said Mr. Vander- 
poel, “they were not. The monthly reports were 
sworn to, not the weekly." ‘ Well,’’ replied Mr. 
Voorhis, “the monthly reports ought to cover the 
weekly; butthere may be some technical differ- 
ence between them, and if there is you are wel- 
comed totake advantage of it.’’ Uponthis Mr. 
Vanderpoel exclaimed: “My answer is in and 
complete, and there will be po further answer 
made. The board may as well know this at once.” 
Subsequently Mr. Voorhis was made Treasurer 
pro tem.,and it was decided that a Treasurer 
should be elected annually. 

The letter of the Commissieners in answer to the 
demand of the Mayor for a fuller explanation of 
the recent trouble was sent to the City Hall yester- 
day. The Mayor's eommunication expressed his 
desire to know what measures had been taken for 
the punishment of the offender and the prevention 
of similar troubles in the future. Inthe reply of 
the Commissioners Mr. Laimbeer gives only the in- 
formation already published as to the manner of 
collecting the money. It then rehearses the dis- 
covery of the recent trouble, ana says thatthe 
board is considering measures which are expected 
to prove effective for the prevention of similar oc- 
currences in the future. 

A communication was received from tne State 
Senate requesting information as to what steps 
the Commissioners had taken in the past year to 
remove the piles and shedding in and over the 
waters of the Hudson River; also, “if all wares, 
merchandise, lumber, brick, cement, crates, and 
other materials had been removed from the new- 
made land between the west line of West-street 
and the new butkhead line: aise, if, during the 
past year, any piers or bulkheads | etween the Bat- 
tervand Twenty-third-street have been set apart 
and reserved for local or general business of the 
port.” To this the Commissioners intend to an- 
swer that they have done and are doing all they 
canto remove incumbrances, but they have been 
stopped in the work by an injunction. A penalty 
of $50 per day for five days, from Feb. 6 to Feb. 10, 
was imposed on the National Line Steam-ship 
Company for having incumbrances on the new- 
made land adjoining Pier No. 36 North River. The 
beard adjourned to meet to-day at 1:30 P. M.

VATER SUPPLY PROBLEMS. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS ABOUT PROPOSED 
AND PRESENT METHODS. 

Samuel McElroy, a civil engimeer, said to 
to the Mayor’s Water Supply Committee yester- 
dav that if six anda half feet were added to the 
present Croton dam it would furnish a supply of 
200,000,000 gallons of water per day, and the big 
dam at Quaker bridge need not be built. He be- 
lievea it would bea great deal more economical to 
enlarge, strengthen, and raise the/present aqueduct 
than to construct the new proposed one. This could 


easily be done. So faras the Quaker bridge dam 
was concerned there was no difficulty about build- 
ingit. W. B. Hutton, ex-Chief Engineer of the 
Washington Aqueduct, believed the new aqueduct 
could be built more economically, and would be 
just as durable, im a cut on solid ground as by tun- 
neling. Mr. McElroy agreed with Mr. Hutton on 
this point. He added that the problem of disposing 
of the river while building the Quaker Dam bridge 
was a very serious one. Before adjourning the 
committee decided to ask the Legislature to again 
extend to March 10 its time for making a report. 

Cheif Engineer Newton has at last replied to the 
questions put to the committee by Henry J. New- 
ton and others of the Tax-payers’ Assoelation on 
Jan. 24. The first question was, “ What do the 
public know about the water supply, and how do 
they know it?’ Engineer Newton says he has an 
impression that a large part of the public know 
very littleabout the water supply. To the second 
question, ‘* If the utmost capacity of the aqueduct 
is 95,000,000 gallons daily, how can 125,000,000 
gailons pass through it in 24 hours?’ Mr. 
Newton answers that for about seven years the 
records have shown that 95,000,000 galions a day is 
the maximum safe capacity of the aqueduct. 
The flow was once increased to 103,000,000 gallons, 
and serious damage was done to the aqueduct. 
The delivery now is nearer 100,000,000 than 95,000,- 
000 gallons. The third question was, ‘*‘Is it proba- 
ble that with 13 inehes descent to the mile the 
water in the Croton Aqueduct travels more slowly 
than in the Boston Aqueduct with six inches to the 
mile there?’ To this Engineer Newton says, 
“No, it is not probable. and suck jis not 
the fact.” The fourth question was, “ With a 
practical nniform heightof water in the aqueduct

LORILLARD AND THE CLYDES. 
THE ARREST OF AMOS ROGERS REVIVES IN- 
TEREST IN AN OLD SUIT. 

For some years back litigation has been in 
Progress between the Clyde Steam-ship Company 
and Jacob Lorillard in reference to the amount of 
profits to be paid to eachin reference to a joint 
venture in the steam-ship business. This suit has 
been again brought into court through the arrest 
of Amos Rogers ona charge of embezzling $60,000 
from the Clydes. Rogers claimed to be a partner 
of the Clydes and entitied to the $60,000 which he 
drew from the firm. The plaintiffs asserted that 
he was merely an employe. Rogers commenced 


suit to prove his partnership in the concern and for 
an accounting. Applying to the courts, he obtained 
an order permitting him to see the Ciydes’ books. 
The latter refused to permit the inspection, and 
yesterday, at the General Term of the Supreme 
Court, sitting in Brooklyn, through Counsel Wil- 
liam C. De Witt, they applied for a resettlement of 
the order. Mr. De Witt claimed that Rogers was 
in the pay of Lorillard and that his rea! object in 
attempting to see the books was to help Lorillard 
in his suit against the Clydes. When Rogers was 
arrested Lorillard went his bail to the extent of 
$60,000. Counsel alleged that Rogers, before he 
left the employ of the Clydes, made a copy of their 
books for rillard’s use. In support of his mo- 
tion Mr. De Witt read the following extracts from 
& correspondence between Lorillard and Henry S. 
Obl, (who claimed to have an interest in Lorillard 
suits,) which were embodied in an affidavit sub- 
scribed to by the Clydes: 

On July 29, 1879, Lorillard wrote: 

‘Rogers has a complete set of all their books for the 
last eve veers, * * * They unfold South Carolina 
steam-ship affairs, Pacific Mail and Panama Transit 
affairs, allot which are in my possession and fill two 
trunks. * * * I shall have an accountant with 
Rogers to make up the exact statementof ail! am in- 
terested in. J] can then probably make arrangements 
witu other parties that they will give me a big price 
for these books.”’ 

On Aug. 11, 1879, he wrote: 

“I have a copy of all Clyde’s books. * * * Wecan 
pick out all that belongs to this company and also Pa- 
cific yy BRYA Careiane A te swindle. 

er have peid Rogers $100,00u 
than have him work against them.” 4 ' 

On Sept. 27, 1879, he wrote: 

“ Gardiner is interweaving Rogers’s suit to substan- 
tiate evidence and proof for my cases, and almost tells 
me of the certainty of success. This matter gives him 

ecullar advantages, as you will readily see. Kogers 
s suing for damages, and has to prove old Clyde a 
partner to make a judgment good, All these are inter- 
woven, so that they are available for my cases, and 
Rogers knows more about them than any one else. 
They don’t know what accounts Rogers has, and what 
vouchers, and will be afraid to swear too much, for 
they may beindicted for perjury. We will be pre- 
pared to prove the most serious charges, that will prob- 
ably sendthem up. [imagine they wiil hang off till 
the last moment and then settle, but if anv of the 
charges are before the Grand Jury I don’t see how I 
can withdraw at that period, (think this would be a 
good point to hint to them.)” 

Finaily, Mr. De Witt said, on Nov. 21, 1881, Loril- 
lard wrote to Ohl as follows: 

** Rogers's case will be argued in the Court of Appeals 
to-morrow. He claims the access to the company’s 
books will show that T. Clyde and he are partners. 
Gardiner feels sure of winning the case, and this will 
give Rogers full access tothe books and papers and 
accounts of the firm. That will be destrabte for me 
to find out all about certain Pacific Mail matters that 
Iam anxious to develop, aud have parties waiting for 
information thereon who are connected with it ana 
Panama Railroad, who will probably jump on the 
Clydes atan early day. I have been in consultation 
with various parties on certain subjects that will 
make me master of the situation, and I shall have my 
day now as the Clydes have had theirs.” 

Mr. A. B. Gardiner, counsel for Rogers, denied 
that his client haa any connection whatever with 
Lorillard, and claimed that the fact that Lorillard 
went his bail was merely accidental. The court 
took the papers and reserved Its decision.

WATCHING CORPORATION WAYS. 
MATTERS BEFORE THE BOARD OF TRADE 
AND TRANSPORTATION. 

At the meeting of the Board of Trade and 
Trausportation yesterday, the Railway Committee, 
in its report to the board, gave a history of its labor 
of eight years to secure suitable State supervision 
of the railroads, which has culminated in the ap- 
pointment of a Railroad Commission. Referring 
to the selection of the members of the commission 
by Gov. Cleveland, the report says that it has been 
stated in the public prints that a majority of the 
Commissioners have such associations and affili- 


ations that they will not be likely to advocate any 
effective measures to remedy the abuses connected 
with railroad management or take any position 
which would be seriously opposed by the great cor- 
porations of this State. Experience only, itsays, can 
demonstrate the truth or falsity of these statements. 
The committee renews its advocacy of national 
supervision of the railroads. The Special Commit- 
tee on Railway Freight Grievances, which acted 
during the strikes to compel the railway compa- 
nies to do their duty as commen carriers, present- 
ed a report commenting on the decisions of Judge 
Haight, of the Special Term of the Supreme Court, 
and of Judge Davis, of the General Term, in which 
the latter reversed the decision of the former and 
sustained the rights of the people as against the 
railroads. The committee congratulates the pub- 
lic “ upon the great importance of the results which 
must follow an opinion whizh thus authoritatively, 
comprehensively, and emphatically defines the 
duties and relations of railroad corporations to the 
public.”’ 

In areport referring to the absorption of the 
Mutual Union Telegraph Company by the West- 
ern Union Company. the special committee 
says: ‘“‘That it should be possible that our 
courts and the office of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the State of New-York should be used 
at will by financial freebooters to further their 
schemes of public plunder is a shame and disgrace, 
and we eall upon Attorney-General Russell to 
thwart these schemes by a vigorous personal prose- 
cution ef the suits which have been begun in his 
name and by bis authority to annul the violated 
charters of these telegraph corporations. Ithas 
been stated in the publiv prints that Mr. Russell is 
(either personally or through Col. James, counsel 
in these suits) interested in them, and here is an 
opportunity to show the people, whose interests 
he has sworn to protect, that these suits will not 
be withdrawn, and by their vigorous prosecution 
demonstrate that there is one public offieer who 
cannot be controlled by corporations.’’ These re- 
ports were adopted.

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AN OLD CLERGYMAN DEAD. 
REMINISCENCES OF THE LIFE AND WORE OF 
THE REV. DR. DE VINNE. 

The funeral of the late Dr, Daniel De Vinne, 
at his death the oldest member of the New-York | 
East Conference, took place yesterday from the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in Morrisania. Among 
the persons present were the aged widow of Dr. |
